April 25.— Ever since the 
refusal of the City Trustee- to allow the 
Jire department to play upon the lire at 
theBidwell mansion, situated outsid 
the city limits last Saturday, there 
been a rcneral howl going up from the 
lire men. w ho claim it was a disgrace to the 
city, hut now the Trustees have announced 
their intention of passing an ordinance re- 
quiring the t hief Engineer to give a bond 
of$300n, prohibiting the apparatus from 
going outside city limits, and imposing a 
line on the Chief of from $100 to $500 for 
violation of the ordinance. This is con- 
sidered too much, and many firemen have 
announced their intention of resigning if 
the ordinance is passed. It is also believed 
by some it will lead to the disbandment of 
the entire department, which is considered 
the best volunteer in the State. 

A fireman who will be elected Chief next 
. tnonth announced to-day that he would 
give no bonds, and would resign first. The 
citizens in general are in sympathy with 
the liremen and think the matter of going 
■outside with the apparatus should be left 
to the discretion of the Chief. It is as- 
suming a serious aspect, ana a disband- 
ment of the department would immedi- 
ately affect the insurance rates in the city, 
which are at present comparatively low.

Convict II illiams Refuses to Testify 
Against His Companion in Crime. 

WEAVERVILLE. Cm... April 25.— Cha*. 
Will iams, the self-confessed murderer and 
chief witness for the prosecution in the 
case of Moses Williams, charged as being 
an acccssorv in the murder of John Hart, 
near Hayfork, last fall, refused to testify 
or even be sworn as a witness. He was 
put on the stand three times, but remained 
as dumb as an oyster. He is serving a life 
term at Folsom, having previously con- 
f eased to the murder of John Hart and im- 
plicating Moses Williams as the instigator 
of the plot. 

The prosecution, with the evidence of 
Charles Williams, had a clear case against 
the defendant. On motion of the defend- 
ant's counsel the Judge instructed the jun- 
to render a verdict of acquittal, which 
thev did. 



SOXOMA'S FX VIZ CHOP. 

W. J. Hotchkiss Sti/ii the Outlook It Hood 
for Growers. 

. HEALDSBURG, Cat.., April 25.— W. J. 

.Hotchkiss, a fruit-grower and one of the 
largest fruit-handlers in the county, says 
that the statements relative to a light fruit 

' crop in Sonoma County the coming season 
■^.erroneous. 

"It is too early," said he, "to state posi- 
tively what the crop will be, but I have 
carefully observed the indications and 
from what I have noticed I am convinced 
that at the present time iirospects for a 
heavy fruit crop are excellent. 

"I have visited nearly every section of 
Eonoma County since my return from the 
East and find considerable of last season's 
dried fruit on hand. Nearly all the 
canned goods have been shipped from this 
county." 

Mr. Hotchkiss has lately returned from 
an extended Eastern trip and says that 
while considerable dried fruit is held in 
the Eastern markets and will be carried 
over the coming season no canned goods 
to speak of remain unsold. 



POISOXED XEAR ALESSAXDRO. 

Suspicious Death of a Woman Being In- 
vestigated by the Coroner. 

EIVFRSIDE, Cal., April 25.— Word was 
received in this city Wednesday last that 
Mrs. Sophia VantJander had committed 
suicide at her home near Allesandro. The 
Coroner held and inquest to-day and the 
evidence adduced showed that death was 
caused by poison. The verdict of the jury 
was that the poison was administered by 
some person unknown, which indicates 
that it may be a case of murder instead of 
Suicide. 

The woman was alone, with the excep- 
tion of two small children, when she was 
taken sick and died soon after the arrival 
Of the nearest neighbor. Her husband has 
been absent from home more than a week. 
The case is a mysterious one and the 
authorities will further investigate the 
death. 



WALKED on HIE THAIS. 

A Somnambulist Receives a Broken Arm 
Sear Tehama. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 25.— At an 
early hour this morning J. Haynes, en 
route to Portland, Or., walked off the rear 
end of one of the sleeping-cars while ir, 
somnambulistic state and broke his left 
arm. The accident occurred three miles 
north of the town of Tehama, and the 
man states that even the jar of the fall and 
the severe pain of the broken member 
failed to arouse him, as when he recovered 
his senses he found himself in night attire 
walking along the track, and the last 
thing be could recall to memory was the 
fact that he had disrobed and retired to 
rest in the sleeping-car. 

Mr. Haynes was brought to Sacramento 
and conveyed to the County Hospital 
where his injuries received attention.

FORT BRAGG'S SUBsTDT. 

The People Raise the Xecessary Amount 
for the Proponed Railroad. 

FORT BRAGG, Oat., April 2. r ..-The 
last of a series of mass-meetings was held 
here last night for the purpose of raising 
the necessary subsidy to secure the pro- 
posed construction of the Overland Pacific 
Railroad to the Mount Vernon coal banks, 
situated on Eel River, 60 miles distant. It 
was a complete success in every way. The 
entire amount asked for was subscribed. 
There are many thousands of acres of 
splendid redwoods contiguous to this pro- 
posed line of road. A large area of farm- 
ing and grazing lands will also be opened 
up which may be said to embrace almost 
the entire northern half of Mendocino 
County. 

An Appeal at Santa Barbara. 

SANTA BARBARA. Cai.., April 25.— An 
appeal has been taken to the Superior 
Court in the case of the People vs. August 
Tischbeins, convicted before Justice Crane 
of disturbance of the peace, and sentenced 
to ninety days' confinement in the County 
Jail.

Searching par- 
ties are out, but up to a late hour this 
afternoon no trace of the bodies had been 
found. The children were aged 16, 12 and 9.

Surrenders to a Justice and 
Pays the Fine With Cost 
for Battery. 



BAKERSFIELD, Cat... April 25.— Lord 
Sholto Douglas' case came up this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock in the Superior Court on 
the charge of insanity. Few people knew 
the examination was to be held so early, 
hence not many were present. Attorneys 
and reporters made up the greater portion. 
Only five Englishmen were in the room, 
and one of these was Burmestcr, the com- 
plaining witness. While the crowd was 
waiting in the courtroom, one end of 
which has been torn away and boarded up 
with rough lumber, the sounds of the 
builders' hammers came in at the open 
window and through the gaping cracks 
between the boards. 

The work of building the courthouse 
annex and repairing the old structure to 
conform with the new design leaves the 
building in an almost dismantled condi- 
tion. So many workmen are employed 
that the din of the hammers was deafen- 
ing. 

When court convened the noisier work 
was stopped. Lord Douglas was brought 
into court by Deputy Sheriff D. M. Fyle. 
His "Lordship" wore a light gray suit, 
with trousers turned up, toothpick shoes 
and a wide white hat with a hammercd- 
leather band. These, together with his 
negligee shirt, made up a typical English 
costume as worn by the numerous British- 
ers in the colony here. He took his seat 
still wearing his wide hat, which he did 
not remove at all while in court. He sat 
with his el!» ■ a on the arm oi his chair and 
gently stroked his soft cheek, which is in- 
nocent of down. Once in a while he would 
pinch his face, this being his only evidence 
of nervousness. 

Soon after Douglass was brought into 
court quite an array of important prisoners 
came in. One of these is known as the 
"German Count," his true name being 
Fhr. von Gomppenberg, who is held to 
answer the charge of resisting an oflicer. 

He claims to be a blue-blooded German. 
Next him sat J. H. Woodruff, who shot at 
Officer Benson in Kern City some time 
ago. Joe Giovonni, the Italian painter 
who killed Albert Tribolet on account of 
Lily John, a pretty French girl, was the 
third member of the young Lord's fellow- 
prisoners. They, with several important 
witnesses, sat together on a bench. The 
voting Loud sat alone at the attorneys' 
desk, in company with Drs. Ferguson and 
Cook, the physicians called as an examin- 
ing board. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock Judge Conklin 
stepped upon the platform and took hi» 
seat. All was expectation. No sooner had 
he reached the great leather armchair than 
he said, "There being no complaint 
against this party, he will be discharged," 
and the famous insanity case was ended. 
No other word was spoken, and those 
present opened their mouths in wonder 
while his Lordship meekly left the room to 
breathe the air of freedom. The wheels of 
justice began to grind out other grist as 
the sound of the nobleman's footsteps died 
away on the stairs. 

Burmester had refused to swear to the 
second complaint necessary for a hearing 
on insanity, so there was no foundation 
for the action and the young prisoner's 
dismissal followed as a matter of course. 
He hurried to his hotel, then to the bank, 
where he drew some money, and began a 
series of hurried visits to different stores. 

He stopped Constable Seroy and asked: 
"How much would it cost me to assault a 
man?" Seroy answered: "Now, look 
here, young man, you behave yourself like 
a gentleman. If you have a case against 
any one begin suit, but do no lighting." 

Ttie Lord hurried on, his thin light 
trousers dapping from the force of his 
energetic movements. Common mortals 
stood on the corner watching and wonder- 
ing if he was preparing for the aforesaid 
assault, for a hurried departure to other 
parts or for the marriage so ruthlessly de- 
layed, according to the vow he made "to his 
lady love. 

About 4 o'clock this afternoon the mys- 
tery was solved. His Lordship was on his 
muscle. He entered the Democrat office 
and asked /or the Chronicle reporter. 
Later he went to the Californian oflice and 
asked George F. Weeks, the editor, if the 
Chronicle correspondent was employed 
there. The reply was that was a profes- 
sional secret. He left, but soon returned. 
He was seen to enter the oflice, and In a 
remarkably brief space of time he emerged 
like a shot. After him came Mr. Weeks 
and the oflice force, apparently bent on the 
destruction of the young Lord. 

A few minutes later his lordship, some- 
what ruffled in appearance, entered the 
office of Justice Fox and informed his 
Honor that he had assaulted the Chronicle 
correspondent— that big man with whis- 
kers. "I hit him three times in the face, 
when four or five set on me from behind 
and put me out. I desire to plead guilty." 

Constable Seroy swore to the complaint 
and Douglas was fined $5 .'JO, the exact 
costs. The Justice then read the law, 
which says he could line him for battery 
any sum not exceeding $1000, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months, or both. 
Douglas said: "Ah. is that so? And I 
thought $5 was the limit. I was informed 
that that was the case." The joke of the 
matter is that it was a Californian reporter 
who told him the fine would be $5. 

Mr. Weeks was seen in his oflice and 
asked to give his version of the matter. He 
said: "After his first visit, Douglas re- 
turned in a few minutes, deliberately walk- 
ing behind the railing, came up to me, and 
said, 'Are you Mr. Weeks?' 1 answered, 
'I am.' 'Are you also the Chronicle re- 
1 porter?' Isaid'Ves.' 'Yon have been put*. 



lishing lies about me, lies.' And then he 
struck' at me. We threw him over the 
table and hustled him out of the house. 
He did not hit meat all." 

"A man standing outside, said five or six 
men ran out after him." 

"Yes; that's right. The whole office 
turned out to see the fun. As he left, he 
turned round and said: 'Never mind, I'll 
be down with my crowd in a little while 
and square things.' I told him we would 
lire upon the first one of his crowd that 
enters the house. This is America, and we 
know our rights. So we are waiting 
patiently for the crowd."

II IS FATHER'S VIEW. 

Xo Objection to the Son Getting Married 
if He Desires. 

NEW YORK, >'. Y., April 26. -A special 
cable to the World from London says the 
World correspondent saw the Marquis ot 
Queensberry to-day with reference to the 
arrest of his son in California. 

The Marquis has been greatly depressed 
by the reports of the other affair printed 
in London, but seemed overwrought in 
consequence of this latest shock. He said : 

"I knew nothing of this affair until I 
heard of it yesterday from America. It 
came with a painful shock to me." 

"Did you know," the World correspond- 
ent asked, "that your son, Lord Sholto, 
contemplated matrimony?" 

"No, certainly not," Lord Queensberry 
answered. "1 knew nothing of the affair. 
The cablegram was absolute news to me." 

"Then you had nothing to do with hav- 
ing him arrested under the insanity pica?" 

"Nothing whatever," the Marquis re- 
plied. "I never heard any one suggest 
that he is insane. Apparently, the people 
who got him arrested don't believe it." 

"May I ask," the World correspondent 
ventured," whether you disapprove of the 
marriage your son seems to intend to con- 
tract?" 

•T do not disapprove of it on pitnciple," 
Lord Queensberry said, "if that is what 
you mean. I am ignorant of the circum- 
stances of the case, but I may tell you I 
believe in permitting a man to marry the 
woman of his choice regardless of any other 
consideration. I think it a point upon 
which perfect freedom should exist. There 
are many views on the general question. 
As to the particular circumstances of the 
present case, I know nothing." 

The correspondent hears from other 
sources that Lord Douglas, like his two 
brothers, Lord Douglas of Helwick and 
Viscount Drumlanrig, has been under the 
control of his mother, who provided him 
with money to buy the fruit ranch in Cali- 
fornia.

Assaults a Woman 
Killed While Re- 



sisting an Officer. 



He Was Armed With a Knife and 
Shotgun and Tried to Use 
His Weapons. 



SAN DIEGO. Cai.., April 25.— At 1 o'clock 
this afternoon Mrs. Hugh A. Fraser, an 
elderly woman, who lives with ber hus- 
band on the Loop ranch, one mile thlssid'e 
of Delniar, went to that town in a state of 
excitement and told a story of a terrible 
struggle for life with a man named James 
Smith, a tramp, who a month ago was 
given work by Mr. Fraser. 

Smith made an assault on her and she 
fought desperately in her efforts to repulse 
him. By strategy she escaped and 
hastened with ail possible speed toward 
Delmar. 

Her story hail scarcely been told before 
Constable John Bludworth and Louis 
Lamar were on their way to the ranch for 
the purpose of taking Smith into custody. 
Fpon arriving at the place they found that 
Smith had apparently left, taking a shot- 
gun with him. After a search of the house 
Constable Bludworth went to the barn and 
looked through it. He came upon Smith 
sitting on a box in a stall, a big dirk in his 
hand and the shotgun and a lot of loaded 
shells beside hini. 

"When I saw Smith in the stall," said 
Bludworth, "I called him by name and 
said I had a warrant for him. His reply 
was an oath. As he jumped toward me I 
struck him with my six-shooter. He kept 
coming toward ine with the knife raised, 
and I fired, though it did not appear to hit 
him. He still seemed determined to at- 
tack me. when I fired again, and he fell 
dead. He had not fired at me, but evi- 
dently meant to cut me on the neck, strik- 
ing at me twice. Had I not tired the last 
shot when I did he would have cut me 
open." 

Smith greatly resembled Durrant, the 
alleged murderer of the two young women 
in San Francisco, towhom.it is asserted, he 
is slightly related. During the past few days 
he read everything he could lay his hands 
on concerning his relative in San Fran- 
cisco, and seemed greatly wrought up over 
the tragedy. Constable Bludworth has 
not been arrested, but will come down from 
Delmar voluntarily and place himself in 
the custody of the Sheriff.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., April 25.-The 
funeral of the late Thomas P. Robb oc 
curred this morning under the auspices of 
the Pioneers and the Grand Army.

F. A. Hihn, for the Pioneers, delivered a 
short address. The remains were taken 
to the undertaking parlors, where the 
Grand Army service was performed. 

The Supervisors adjourned in respect to 
the memory of the deceased, and the flag 
in the plaza was at half mast. The body 
will be shipped to Chicago, the former 
home of the deceased, for interment. The 
casket was draped with the American flag 
and covered with flowers.

STOCKTON, Cal., April 25.— All morn- 
ing the ladies of Stockton have been busy 
covering every available spot in the big 
Agricultural Pavilion with flowers in prep- 
aration for the coming of the visitors who 
were expected from the south with the 
Half-million Club excursion. Arrange- 
ments were made to meet the visitors at 
the train, and about twenty surreys and 
wagonettes were at the station on the ar- 
rival of the visitors at 2 o'clock and a dele- 
gation of fully fifty of the leading men and 
women of the city. 

The excursionists were driven to the 
rooms of the Stockton Commercial Asso- 
ciation, where they met another delega- 
tion who were waiting to take them about 
the city. After a brief address of welcome 
by Mayor McCall the visitors were again 
taken to the vehicles provided by the com- 
mittee and driven to points of interest 
about Stockton. 

The pottery works were visited, and the 
members of the excursion party expressed 
much astonishment at the variety of wares 
turned out by the Stockton manufactory. 
The woolen-mills, the great flouring-mills 
and other similar institutions were in- 
spected and then the naiujal gas wells were 
visited. Thisevening the guests assembled 
in the big pavilion where they were ban- 
queted by the ladies of the city. Many 
prominent Stocktonians were present and 
ten large tables were filled. Besides those 
who sat at the banquet tables hundreds of 
spectators lined the long galleries about 
the hall to watch the proceedings and 
listen to the speechmaking. 

P. A. Buell, president of the Stockton 
Commercial Association, acted as toast- 
master, and welcomed the visitors in a neat 
address. He was followed by W. M. 
Bunker of the Half-million Club, who 
referred to Stoccton as the Chicago of the 
coast, and paiu a glowing tribute to the 
spirit of enterprise she has lately mani- 
fested.

"Our idea," said one of the promoters of 
the Half-million Club, "was not so much 
to bring a number of people, but to bring 
along the representative men of Southern 
California who could tell the people of the 
valley ami of San Francisco how to build 
up ther localities.

JOBXSOX'S HEATH BLOW. 

The Olympia's Recoil Machinery Said to 
Hare Caused It. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., April 25.— The death 
of Coxswain John Johnson of the cruiser 
Olympia on Wednesday morning was not 
caused by the blowing out of the breech 
plug of the 5-inch rifle, as at first reported, 
but by the recoil of the rifle itself. The 
accident was said by Johnson's comrades 
to be wholly inexcusable and they laid the 
fault on the ordnance inspector at Mare 
Island, who was supposed to have gone 
over the guns and attended to them. 

The big guns are so mounted that the re- 
coil is taken up by mechanism similar to a 
cylinder and piston-rod, the material in- 
side the cylinder being glycerine, which, 
as the gun recoils, is forced past the piston 
into the other chamber of the cylinder, 
thus taking up the force of the recoil by 
slow action. 

After the accident on the Olympia the 
gun was examined and was found instead 
of several gallons of glycerine in the cy- 
linder, as there should have been, there 
was hardly a drop and it was then seen 
that the whole force of the big gun struck 
the unfortunate coxswain in the face, 
smashing it ont of semblance of human 
features and killing him instantly. 

The gun recoiled clear back to the bulk- 
heads and tore up the deck considerably. 
It is probable that the matter will be in- 
vestigated when the vessel returns north. 
She sails to-morrow afternoon.

SACRAMENTO. Cal., April 25.— Over 
1300 people, including the veterans of the 
G. A. R. and its adjuncts, left Sacramento 
this morning: to visit the Folsom State 
Prison. As the long train of twenty-one 
passenger coaches wound slowly along the 
river front and through the city's out- 
skirts, the occupants were greeted by a 
genuine ovation by all the residents along 
the track. Flags, hats, handkerchiefs and 
aprons were waved from the windows of 
every rose-embowered cottage in joyous 
welcome to the city's guests. 

Rapidly the long train gained momen- 
tum, and was soon swinging along at a 
thirty-mile gait through the beautiful en- 
virons of »he Sacramento Valley with its 
long rows of young grape vines just burst- 
ing into foliage, orchards in full leaf and 
literally covered with fruit, fields of 
bearded barley that dipped and swayed in 
the soft spring air, and in vivid contrast 
the poppys' yellow gleamed like the pre- 
cious dust that in the days of '49 called the 
pioneer to endure the dangers of the long 
trip across the plains or brave the fevers of 
the isthmus; prosperous farm residences, 
with huge unpainted hopdriers looming 
up in the bark ground, and the American 
River, with its border of delicate green 
tracery. 

Reaching Mills Station the train was de- 
layed nearly an hour on account of having 
to pass a local freight train that generally 
wanders along with but little regard to 
time-table rules or regulations and has 
gained for this branch line among railroad 
hands the title of "The Cow Path." It 
was fully 11 o'clock when the twenty-two 
miles had been covered and the train 
arrived at Folsom. Here the members of 
ttie G. A. R. were compelled to change 
cars to reach the prison grounds, as the 
curves are so abrupt on the piece of track 
owned by the State that it is not consid- 
ered safe for the long passenger-coaches to 
traverse it. 

The excursionists were courteously re- 
ceived by Captain Murphy of the prison 
force and were directed to the various 
points of interest. The huge granite dam 
and power-house and the quarries, where 
the transgressors of the laws of the Stnte 
are compelled to earn their daily rations 
of beans by unremitteut toil, everything 
of interest that they were allowed to in- 
spect could be seen in twenty minutes' 
time, and then small parties of picnickers, 
who haa brought huge hampers of lunch, 
perched on the granite fragments and en- 
joyed themselves to the full extent of 
their bent. 

Large numbers walked to Folsom, where 
they were accorded every courtesy and 
a warm welcome from the residents of that I 
bustling little community. The hotels I 
had made ample preparations, and for the j 
first time in years. No one was turned | 
away without having the wants of the 
inner man fully provided. The citizens 
plucked huge masses of vari-colored 
flowers from their gardens and distributed 
them to all comers, and acted as guides 
and historians among the active and the 
deserted mining grounds. 

Promptly at 4 o'clock the shrill whistle 
of the locomotives recalled the straggling 
members of the excursion, and the return 
trip was made without accident.

SAX AN'SELMO, Cal., April 25.— The 
commencement exercises and installation 
of professors of the San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary were held here to-day. 
Rev. Mr. Robinson of Centerville opened 
with prayer. Rev. J. A. Mitchell read ex- 
tracts from the Scriptures and was followed 
by Rev. H. N. Bevier in prayer. 

Kev. J. N. McLean of Vacaville delivered 
the annual address to the alumni. He took 
the subject, "The Minister's Message to 
His Age," and said in part: 

Every minister is a moral reformer. Re torma- 
tion is his business; repentance Is bis message. 
Social reform, of which we just now hear so 
much, is impossible so Ions »s sin is in the 
world. The greatest power in social reform- 
the church— was born when 3000 men obeyed 
the apostle's message to repent. History proves 
that there can be do true reformation bo long 
as sin dominates this world. Mnch of 
our preaching is misdirected. We preach "The 
Love of God, or Ills Gracious Gilt," but neglect 
to preach of the judgment to come. If there 
were an earnest preaching of repentance there 
would be a great revival of religion. This is 
what is needed: this Is the hope of the church 
for the future. 

The following professors were then in- 
stalled : 

Rev. Robert Mackenzie. D.D. (Mont- 
gomery), professor of apologetics and 
missions. 

Rev. Thomas F. Day. A.M. (Gray), pro- 
fessor of Hebrew. 

Rev. Henry C. Minton, D.D. (Stuart), 
professor of systematic theology. 

Rev. Warren H. Ladou, D.D. (Ladd), 
professor of practical theology. 

Rev. Dr. Dinsmore gave the charge to 
the professors-elect. He called attention 
to the power and influence of theological 
seminary professors. They are to prepare 
men for large influence in the future. Yet 
the professor should watoh over and care 
for the students' spiritual experience. 
The Presbyterian church believes in edu- 
cation. It exalts learning, but it believes 
more in the power of the Holy Ghost. 

Rev. Dr. Mackenzie, chairman of the 
faculty, presided over the exercises of the 
afternoon. A semi-chorus of students under 
the direction of Professor Charles J. Buck 
rendered Handel's "The Lord is a Man of 
War."

"Such a resumption of Republicans in 
power will bring back a monetary policy 
and a coinage system which will immedi- 
ately add to our currency the product of 
our American mines and the restoration 
of silver to its old place as one of the 
money metals, thus placing the finances of 
our country upon a basis which wiil bring 
confidence and prosperity to all our peo- 
ple." 

CARSON'S MINT INQUIRF 

The, Commissioner Refutes to Open the 
lioor, but Enjoint Secrecy. 

CARSON, N«v., April 25.— Notwith- 
standing the mint Investigation is con- 
ducted with closed doors the Appeal con- 
tinues to publish full reports. A long 
wrangle was indulged in over the matter 
to-day between the lawyers and the United 
States attorney.

The Commissioner refused to open the 
doors and enjoined all persons to secrecy. 
Court officials also made an investigation 
of the building to find where the reporters 
were hearing the evidence. 

Harris, the melter and refiner, testified 
that Jones (the accused) had failed to keep 
proper records of the combination of the 
melts, thereby preventing the tracing of 
the shortage. The records are in Jones' 
handwriting. On cross-examination he 
said the duplicate key to the refinery was 
found by O'Connor in March in the vault 
behind the books and was thrown on Jones' 
desk. No one knows how long it had been 
in the vault. 

Deposits of similar fineness of a spurious 
meit had been received from the Savage 
mine in December, 1894, and several 
similar deposits as early as 1892 and 1893. 
Bogus shoe bars were placed in the hands 
of Lawrence Elrod *f the mint and Frank 
Fielding of the Con. Virginia mine after 
theGovernment had chipped off samples 
from each bar and sent it to Virginia City. 
Harris will testify on redirect examination 
in the morning and Detective Grant of 
Chicago, the man who worked up the case, 
is expected to go on the stand. 



DENVER, Colo., April 25.— I'he evidence 
given before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in this city has been so con- 
vincing that railroad attorneys and ofli- 
cials have conceded the justice of the de- 
mand of Denver jobbers and manufacturers 
for a reduction of rates. But they contend 
that if lower through rates be granted the 
rates to intermediate points shall not lie 
lowered correspondingly. Colorado com- 
plainants do not object to this exception, 
since all they demand is to be put on an 
equal footing with Chicago and other East- 
ern points in reach of markets west, north 
and south. 

Tho commission began hearing evidence 
to-day on the complaint of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company. The chief point 
made by this concern is that the steel and 
iron plants of Birmingham, Ala., can ship 
their products to the Pacific Coast more 
cheaply than the same class of freight can 
be shipped from Pueblo, Colo. 

Judge D. C. Beaman, in opening the case 
for the iron company, said that really the 
only point at issue was whether the Al- 
mighty haa not made a mistake in putting 
large deposits of iron and coal in Colorado 
instead of along the line of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. He read the complaint, 
which set forth In detail that the Southern 
Pacific as well as other roads published a 
rate on steel rails and other articles of iron 
and steel of $1 GO per 100 pounds from 
Pueblo to San Francisco, while at the 
same time they publish a tariff on these 
same articles from Chicago, Mississippi 
River points and Missouri Kiver points of 
respectively 60, 58 and M cents per 100 
pounds; also that the rate from certain 
Atlantic seaboard points and New Orleans 
is as low and sometimes lower than from 
Chicago. It is asserted, therefore, that the 
rates published from Pueblo to San Fran- 
cisco are unreasonable and absolutely pro- 
hibit any iron or steel business in that 
market. English steel rails arc delivered 
alongside the docks at San Francisco, the 
price of the rails, freight, insurance and 
duty all included, less than $1 00 per 100 
pounds, which is the published rate for 
transportation only from Pueblo. This is 
claimed to be an unjust discrimination 
against PueMo and undue preference and 
advantage to localities farther cast, and 
therefore in violation of the third section 
of the interstate corumcrcs law. 

It is further alleged that in charging 
higher rates from Pueblo than are charged 
from seaboard points, Chicago, Mississippi 
River points and Missouri River points to 
San Francisco the fourth section of the 
interstate commerce law is completely ig- 
nored and therefore violated. 

The company further says that the gen- 
eral business of the company in supplying 
fuel to Colorado industries is to a large 
extent affected by a wholesale discrimina- 
tion whereby such industries are deprived 
of a chance to sell their goods in the San 
Francisco market, and that the rates and 
charges made by the railway companies on 
all other goods and wares other than those 
above specified carried from Pueblo, Den- 
ver and common points in Colorado to 
Sacramento, San Francisco aud common 
points in California are unreasonable and 
unjust. 

Paul Morton, second vice-president of 
the Colorado company, gave a detailed 
account of the manner in which its prod- 
ucts are *ept out of the California market. 



SATS LIE HAS SWJXDLED. 

Hiram Ruttell Hunt* a Receiver -si»- 
pointed for a Mining Concern. 

CHICAGO, lit.., April 26.— Hiram J. 
Russell has asked the Circuit Court to ai>- 
poinl a receiver fot the Texas Creek Gold 
Mining Company. The defendants to lh» 
bill filed by Russell are John M. Campbell 
of Virginia City, Nev., and Samuel U. 
Farmer Jr., John M. Kloeber and Thomas 
Marsh of Chicago. Russell claims to have 
been swindled out of $23,000 wort h of plucer 
mining lands in Gunnison County, Colo. 

In December, 1891. he says, he gave J23,- 
000 to Campbell, conditioned on his con- 
veying to him the land in question on the 
payment in cash dow n of $10,000; $8000 on 
or before April 1. 1896, and $5000 on or be- 
fore May 1, IS',15. The agreement also pro- 
vided for the organisation of the defend- 
ant company, and in case the $i>000wa» not 
paid Campbell wus to deliver to the Ameri- 
can and Trust Savings Hank stock for the 
balance on a basis of $I«,0U0 for live-sixths 
of the whole amount of stock. The com- 
pany was then formed and Campbell con- 
veyed the property to it in return for 99,- 
996 shares of stock. Campbell, it is 
charged, has kept both the property and 
stock and has entered into a conspiracy to 
defraud the complainant. For this reason 
it is desired to wind up the concern.

Unless Rain Soon Falls Great Will 
Be the Devastation of the

CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wrs., April 25.— 
Word was received here that forest fires 
are again raging in the vicinity of Phillips. 
The woods near Prentice are ablaze, and 
the inhabitants are rushing to this city for 
safety. 

There* were several farmhouses burned 
yesterday, and there seems no probability 
that the fire will abate. The woods are 
very dry and are fit objects for the fire to 
prey upon. Unless rain comes soon the 
fires will certainly creato wide desolation. 

The people of Prentice have made an or- 
ganized effort to keep the flames from en- 
tering the city. All the lire appliances 
there have been gotten ready for immedi- 
ate action, and, warned by the disaster to 
Phillips last summer, tnc most heroic ef- 
forts will be made to keep the town from 
burning up. The nearest approach of the 
fire Is to within a mile of the city. If a 
wind springs up the flames may be carried 
into the town. 

LAKEWOOD, N..T., April 25.— The forest 
lire which originated from the burning of 
tallow in a hotel in the cedars, about a mile 
from this place, continued to burn fiercely 
this afternoon. It is estimated that $75,000 
worth of property has already been de- 
stroyed. About 2000 acres of standing tim- 
ber has been burned over. 

VINELAXD, N. J., April 25.— The forest 
fires arc getting dangerously close to Vine- 
land. The heat can be plainly felt here.

PORT TOWN8END, Wash., April 25.—

USIOS WEAVERS QUIT WORK. 

Rig Strike Commenced in Rhode Island 
Textile Mills. 

PROVIDENCE, R. L, April 25.-The 
textile situation In Olneyville reached a 
crisis this afternoon when 300 weavers em- 
ployed by the Providence and National 
Worsted Mills struck and more than 2000 
other operatives were obliged to cease 
work and both mills at once shut down. 
The principal owner of these two mills, 
which comprise the biggest plant in Olney- 
ville, is Charles Fletcher, a leading mem- 
ber of the Rhode Island Manufacturers' 
Club, which organization recently agreed 
to close their mills at the first sign of a 
strike i n any of them. About 9000 oper- 
atives will be affected by such a step. 

The cause of the strike this afternoon is 
the introduction of non-union men In both 
mills with the request that the union 
weavers teach them to weave. The union 
considered the matter and made a demand 
for $15 a week for each weaver instructing 
a novice. The management was also re- 
quested to make a contribution of $15 to 
the textile union for each green hand in- 
troduced into the mill. The management 
this evening informed the union their re- 
quests could not be granted and at 3:80 
o'clock every union weaver in both mills 
stopped work.

He was 
President of the Virginia Senate when he 
lost bis mind, forty-six years ago.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 25. - A stranpo 
story in detail and rich in romance has 
been unfolded in connection with the suit 
brought by Edward McMahon to guin pos- 
sesion of the valuable estate in California 
left by John Bensley, who died in San 
Francisco in June, 1880. 

McMahon is manager for the Reed Roof- 
ing Company of this city. For nearly 
twenty-nine years he lived under the sup- 
position that his name was MacMahon and 
he was the son of poor parents. Within 
ninety days he has obtained evidence 
which satisfies him that his real name is 
(irenville, that he is a stepson of John 
Bensley, and his mother was Bensley's 
wife. 

At the time of Bensley's death all his 
property was held in fee simple by his 
wife, who died a few months later. The 
couple were apparently childless, so if Mc- 
Mahon succeeds in establishing his re- 
lationship he w-ill obtain the whole estate, 
which consists of property in San Francisco 
and San Diego, and in Central. a, Wash., 
valued at more than half a million dollars. 

John Bensley was one of California's 
pioneer citizens, and at one time in his 
career was reputed to be worth $10,000,000. 
He lived and moved among the set of 
multi-millionaires which sprang up like 
mushrooms in California's early davs of 
lavishness. His home was in San Fran- 
cisco, where he was regarded as a public- 
spirited and enterprising citizen. 

In lSoS Mrs. Grenville, who MacMahon 
says is his mother, went to San Francisco. 
She represented herself as the widow of 
George Grenville, member of Parliament, 
and.the daughter of the Earl of Evelyn, a 
Scotch nobleman. Mrs. Grenville was 
handsome, accomplished and highly edu- 
cated, and her pretended noble connection i 
was not needed to ensnare the heart of i 
Bensley. He was twenty-nine years the 
senior of Mrs. Grenville, yet she gladly 
accepted him when he proposed marriage. 
The couple went to Europe on a wedding 
trip, and Bensley sought in vain for the 
noble relatives and the castles and 
country seats of which his wife had 
boasted. It dawned upon him that he was 
the victim of an adventuress, but the dis- 
covery did not dampen the ardor of his 
love. 

They returned to California, and there in 
1876 Edward A. MacMahon first appeared 
upon the scene. He was living on a farm 
at Clarkville, Mo., at the time, and was 
sent for by Mrs. Bensley. He traveled to 
San Francisco alone, and was affectionately 
received by the woman he now says was 
his mother. He was sent to the San 
Mateo military academy for two years, and 
afterward given a course at the University 
at Berkeley. MacMahon was 10 years old 
when he went to California. Mrs. Bensley 
paid for his education and supplied him 
with monry lavishly, explaining to her 
husband that the boy was tier nephew. 

And so affairs went on for several years, 
when reverses began to come to John 
Bensley. He found his fortune slipping 
away from him, and to save something 
from the wreck deeded a considerable por- 
tion of his property to relatives of his 
wife, who in turn deeded it back to her In 
fee simple. The transfers were considered 
suspicious by Bensley's creditors nnd liti- 
gation ensued, which was not ended for a 
decade. The case was still in the courts 
when Bensley died in 18!*1. Six months 
later Mrs. Bensley died at I :i« 
Vegas, N. Mex., ol paralysis. The 
case in court was compromised and 
four claimants for the Bensley estate 
urged their rights in the Probate Court. 
They were Jennie Goodrich. Lucy ltoun- 
tree, Sarah K. Hardest} - and B. G. 
Chandos. The women were sisters of Mrs. 
Bensley, and Chandos, whose right name 
is said to he Zach Ingles, was her brother. 
No other heirs appeared and the Probate 
Court ordered the property divided among 
them. This was done, but Chandos, who 
engineered the scheme to gain possession 
of the property, neglected to have the 
estate finally settled up, leaving a loop- 
hole which MacMahon has taken advan- 
tage of to have the petition set aside. It 
was represented to the Probate Court that 
the claimants were the only heirs of Mrs. 
Bensley, when, as a matter of fact, three 
other sisters are living in the United 
States. 

Mrs. Bensley's maiden name was Marie 
Louise Ingles. She was married three 
times. Her first husband is now living in 
Kansas City. He lived with her only a 
short time and left her to obtain a divorce. 
In 1865 she was married in London, Eng- 
land, to Edward A. Grenville, the father of 
Edward A. MacMahon. The second mat- 
rimonial venture was equally unfortunate, 
for a separation occurred after a few 
months. The boy who is now fighting for 
the California estate was the fruit of her 
last marriage. He was born in Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., cn January 4, 1866. To hide 
his Identity from his father the boy's last 
name was 'changed to MacMahon, the 
name of his mother's aunt. Mrs. Bensley 
left her son in charge of his grandmother 
and went to California, where she met and 
was married to her last husband. 

Young MacMahon lived and was brought 
up in the belief that Mrs. Sarah Hardesty 
was his aunt and that his mother' and 
father were dead. 

"I began to suspect," said Mr. MacMa- 
hon, in speaking of his strange case, "that 
there was something more than mere 
friendship behind Mrs. Bensley's treat- 
ment of me. She educated me, gave me 
ail the money I wanted, and something in 
my heart hold me she was my mother and 
now I know that she was. On her death- 
bed at Las Vegas she told the landlady at 
the hotel that Edward MacMahon was her 
son. I have other proofs just as convinc- 
ing, which, for ostensible reasons, it would 
be unwise for me to make known just at 
present. I gained possession of these 
proofs recently, almost by accident, as one 
discovery led to another. I have been 
kept out of my rights by scheming rela- 
tives for many years, but am in a position 
now to demand reparation."

POTTER A GOOD BORROWER. 

Arrest of the Mean Swindler by a Postal 
Inspector. 

CHICAGO, III., April 25.— A. D. Potter 
who is supposed to be the man who passed 
himself as an Hawaiian Consul and was ar- 
rested in Chicago for numerous swindling 
operations, was arrested in Jackson, Mich., 
by a postal inspector. For a month or 
more Potter has been circulating around 
the smaller towns of Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio and representing himself to be the 
assistant postmaster at Denver. He would 
ingratiate himself into the good will of the 
postmasters of the towns he visited and be- 
fore leaving borrow sums of money, prom- 
ising to return the loan as soon as he 
reached home. The total amount of his 
borrowings is said to be quite large. 

ESCAPISG J^ROX EXILE. 

Funds Raised to Help Unfortunate Xe- 
groes Who Went to Mexico. 

HOUSTON, Tex., April 25.— The Hous- 
ton negroes have taken up the cause of 
those of their race who have been deceived 
into going into Mexico, where they are 
treated like Siberian exiles. A mass-meet- 
ing has been held and funds subscribed to 
help out the unfortunate and deluded dar- 
kies who left their good homes in a free 
country to enter into bondage. The South- 
ern Pacific has aereed to haul free of 
charge all who reach this side of the Rio 
Grande to New Orleans. Quite a number 
have lately escaped, some of whom have 
reached San Antonio. The funds raised 
will be given to the unfortunates to help 
them on their journey east of New Orleans. 

But Xo Robbers Appeared. 
ATCHISON, Kahs., April 25.- The offi- 
cials of the Missouri Pacific were warned 
of a plot to hold up an incoming passenger 
train on the Central branch between Goffs 
and Corning, where it passed about mid- 
nicht. A flatcar was placed between the 
smoker and the mallear, on which a posse 
was concealed. As the robbers did not 
make the attempt, it is supposed that 
they got wind of the reception awaiting 
them. 

Frank Hitchcock Dead. 

PEORIA, III., April 25.-Frank Hitch- 
cock, ex-United States Marshal for the 
Northern District of Illinois, for seven 
terms Sheriff of Peoria County and Mayor 
of the city one term, died this afternoon, 
aged 67.

MANY PRECEDENTS PRESENTED. 



It Is Intimated That This Country 
Is Interested In the Bullying of 
the Little Republic. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 25.— The 
latest information here to-night is to the 
effect that there will be no change in the 
attitude assume! by Nicaragua toward the 
British ultimatum, anil the belief is that 
the British will occupy Corinto to-morrow 
and enforce their demands. 
Late to-r.ight a well-known diplomat re- 

. ceived private information from connec- 
tions in New York City to the effect that 

^Nicaragua had decided to refuse to accede 

*to Great Britain's ultimatum and would 

i resist it. 

Advices received to-day say that Vice- 
•> Admiral Stephenson, in command of the 
^British forces at Corinto. has given Nica- 
ragua notice that he will consider the 
time of grace to run until midnight to- 
night. He will begin landing troops at 6 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

Dr. Guzman had not, up to a late hour, 
received any information from his Gov- 
ernment regarding the matter, but he is 
confident that matters will transpire as 
indicated. The Minister was very much 
perturbed, for, while he had no advici s 
directly from his Government relative to 
the projected landing at Corinto later than 
those of yesterday, he is evidently in great 
doubt of the favorable disposition of the 
administration. 

It is intimated by some officials, in. ex- 
planation of the harmony of view between 
the United States and Great Britain of the 
matter of enforcing the British ultimatum 
reported from London, that the I'nited 
States itself has an interest in the success 
of the British attempt tocollect indemnity, 
being about to make a demand on Hon- 
duras for indemnity for the murder of the 
American, F.enton. and the destruction of 
his estate there last spring, and also to 
move on Guatemala frfr reparation for the 
ill treatment of a number of Americans by 
Government officials. 

Nicaragua's last hope of assistance from 
the United States in her controversy with 
Great Britain to prevent the seizure of 
Corinto vanished this evening. D. Guz- 
man, the Nicaraguan Minister, who has 
been waiting with intense anxiety to see 
Secretary Gresham, was finally successful 
about 3 o'clock, when the Secretary came 
into the department from the White 
House, where he had been in consultation 
with President Cleveland, presumably on 
the same subject. 

The interview Was very short. In five 
minutes the Minister emerged from the 
Secretary's office looking very much de- 
pressed. He refused to say a word as to 
what had taken place, but it can be stated 
that the Secretary gave him to understand 
very clearly that the United States would 
not interfere in the case as it stands. So 
there are now three courses open to Nica- 
ragua, namely: To pay the indemnity, 
to permit the occupation of Corinto or to 
fight, and the next twelve hours must find 
the choice declared, for the British troops 
are to land at daybreak to-morrow at 
Corinto. 

As already stated in the Associated Pre«s 
dispatches, the jiosition taken by the Presi- 
dent in this matter is that the dispute is 
one entirely between fireat Britain and 
Nicaragua, in which the United States has 
no call to interfere unless there should be 
committed acts injurious to American in- 
terests in Nicaragua, or there shoutd be 
shown a disposition by Great Britain to 
acquire Nicaraguan territory. On each of 
these points a favorable assurance has been 
had from Great Britain, and it is said that 
all that can be now done is to watch the 
course of events. This decision was not 
hastily reached, for the entire subject of 
our relations to the conntrics of Central 
and South America was considered and 
discussed carefully by the President with 
his constitutional advisers, and there has 
been made a close scrutiny of the prece- 
dents that might suffice for their guidance. 
These have been found in at least three 
cases. 

The first was fully set out in the message 
of President Buchanan to Congress in 1839 
in that portion relating to Paraguay. For 
several years preceding this message the 
United States had great difficulty in main- 
taining friendly relations with Paraguay, 
the latter country being then under the 
dictatorship of Dr. Lopez, who was carry- 
ing out a policy of excluding the rest of the 
world from his country by the most drastic 
measures. He had, as President Buchanan 
stated, upon the most frivolous and even 
insulting pretexts, refused to ratify the 
treaty of friendship and commerce con- 
cluded with Paraguay, had seized and ap- 
propriated the property of American citi- 
zens residing in the country in a violent 
and arbitrary manner, and finally the 
Paraguayans had tired upon the United 
States steamship Waterwitch in 1855 and 
killed the helmsman, while the vessel was 
making a peaceful survey of the Parana 
P.iver to determines its fitness for steam 
navigation. The honor as well as the in- 
terests of the I'nited States demanded sat- 
isfaction, and the President being clothed 
by Congress with necessary power sent a 
naval expedition up the Parana River to 
the capital of Paraguay and compelled 
ample apologies from the President, the 
payment of an indemnity of |I0,W» to the 
family of the man who was killed, and 
finally secured the ratification of the treaty. 

The application of this case to the Nic- 
araguan situation is not exact, but it is re- 
garded as committing the United States to 
the recognition ol the principle of the right 
to demand an indemnity for the abuse of 
I'nited States officers, and therefore we 
could not consistently deny the same right 
to Great Britain. The second case which 
was relied upon as a precedent grew out of 
the difficulties encountered by Spain, 
France and Great Britain in their relations 
with Mexico, in Ml. These nations >s- 
Bertedthat they had been placed by the 
arbitrary andv cxatioux conduct of Mexico 
under the necessity of exacting from the 
authorities of that country a more effective 
protection for the persons and properties 
of the States as well as the execution of 
obligations contracted with them by Mex- 
ico, and therefore they had combined to 
affect their ends by force il need be. The 



United States which had similar griev- 
ances against Mexico, was invited to join 
these European nations in enforcing their 
demands. This invitation was declined by 
the United States, which was then in the 
throes of civil war, but the significant 
point in the case is found in the dtclaration 
by Secretary Seward: "As the undersigned 
has heretofore had the honor to 
inform each of the plenipotentiaries 
now addressed, the President does not feel 
himself at liberty to question, and he does 
not question, that the sovereigns repre- 
sented have undoubtedly the right to de- 
cide for themselves the fact that they have 
sustained grievances and to resort to war 
against Mexico for the redress thereof and 
also have a rigid to levy the war severally 
or jointly. The United States has a deep 
interest, which, however, they are happy 
to believe, is an interest held by them in 
common with high contracting powers and 
witn all other civilized States, that neither 
of the sovereigns by whom the convention 
has been concluded shall seek or obtain 

any acquisition, of territory or any advan- 
tage peculiar to itself and not equally left 
open to the I'nited States and every other 
civilized State within the territories of 
Mexico, especially that neither one nor all 
of the contracting parties shall, as a result 
or consequence of the hostilities to be in- 
augurated under the convention, exercise 
in the subsequent affairs of Mexico influ- 
ence calculated to impair the right of the 
Mexican people to choose and freely to 
institute the form of its own government." 

It appears that those stipulations were 
acknowledged by the contracting parties 
to the satisfaction of President Lincoln, 
although it was found necessary after the 
close of our own war to take steps to ex- 
pel Maximilian from Mexico. The third 
precedent was found in the case of the war 
between Spain and Chile in 1S66 when, 
on being appealed to on behalf of Chile, in 
the name of the Monroe doctrine, to pre- 
vent the bombardment of Valparaiso, Sec- 
retary Seward wrote to United States Min- 
ister Patrick as follows: "The Govern- 
ment of the I'nited States will maintain 
and insist with all the decision and energy 
which are compatible with our existing 
neutrality, that the republic which is ac- 
cepted by any one of tho«e (South Ameri- 
can) States shall not be wantonly assailed, 
and that it shall not be subverted as an 
end of a lawful war by European powers. 
But beyond this point the United States 
Government will not go, nor will it con- 
sider itself hereby bound to take part in 
wars in which a South American republic 
may enter with a European sovereign, 
when the object of the latter is not the 
establishment in the place of the subverted 
republic, a monarchy under a European 
prince." 

Upon these precedents rests the decision 
of the administration to refrain ironi inter- 
ference between Great Britain and Nicar- 
agua at this stage of the proceedings. In 
behalf of Nicaragua, though without suc- 
cess, it would appear that il has been urged 
that the occupation of Corinto by the 
British troops would be a direct violation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain. A pro- 
vision of that treaty prohibits British occu- 
pation of Central American terri'ory. 
Article 1 covenants that the United States 
and Great Britain agree that neither will 
ever erect or maintain any fortifications 
commanding the Nicaragua canal or in the 
vicinity thereof, or occupy, or fortify, or 
colonize, or assume, or exercise any domin- 
ion over Nicaragua. Costa Rica, the Mos- 
quito Coast or any part of Central Amer- 
ica. 

It is pointed out that this is even more 
binding than the Monroe doctrine, as the 
latter is a principle asserted by the United 
States white the treaty is an agreement to 
which Great Britain is a party. There 
have been individual statements on both 
sides of the water that the Clayton-Bulwer 
kreaty was abrogated, yet the Governments 
have never formally abrogated it. A reso- 
lution was introduced in the last Senate 
to abrogate it, indicating that those who 
opposed it considered it still in force. The 
terms, it is held, aptiear to be very definite 
against < Ireat Britain's occupying or exer- 
cising any dominion over Nicaragua.

John Hull Xot Hct^ueeied to Delay Onern- 
tione at Corinto. 

LONDON, Eng., April 25.— The Foreign 
Office up to to-night had not received a 
request from the United States or Nica- 
ragua for extension of the time allowed 
Nicaragua for consideration of the ulti- 
matum of Great Britain as presented by 
Admiral Stephenson, who is now at Co- 
rinto with three British warships. 

Efforts were made this evening to inter- 
view Embassador Bayard in regard to the 
statement that the United States had 
cabled to him suggesting that a brief 
respite be granted Nicaragua as a means 
toward the adjustment of the payment of 
the indemnity, and that it be paid In Lon- 
don in«tead of in Corinto. Mr. Bayard 
could not be found, but inquiries in other 
directions tend to the belief that the report 
is correct and the suggestions failed of re- 
ceiving an affirmative reply. 

COLON, COLOMBIA, April 25.— It is re- 
ported here that the British squadron at 
Corinto, Nicaragua, has closed that port.

France Rat Xo Objection to the nrltlth 
Ultimatum'. 

LONDON, Eng., April 26.— A special to 
the Daily News from Paris says the 
British ultimatum to Nicaragua is strongly 
upproved in that city. France herself is 
having trouble in South America, and will 
probably be obliged to send an ultimatum 
to Venezuela. 

The dispatch adds: The newspaper La 
Liberie says America will growl but will 
go no further. The Monroe doctrine does 
not cover diplomatic misdeeds and inter- 
national bad breeding. Great Britain can 
take every reasonable satisfaction, for 
America is unable to fire a single gun. 

A dispatch from Paris to the Daily News 
says the vessels comprising the extra 
French squadron in Chinese waters have 
been ordered home.

Coudert't landid Opinion of England'* 
Ilullylng Tactic: 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 25.— Frederick 
R. Coudert, who is recognized as the lead- 
ing lawyer in practice of the international 
law in this country and whose services as 
counsel to the Bering Sea Arbitratian Com- 
mission brought him prominently before 
two continents, was asked for his views of 
the report that force would be used to 
compel Nicarauua to accede to Great 
Britain's demand. Mr. Coudert said : 

"If I were an enemy of Great Britain I 
would be glad if she did. Our people don't 
want bombardments by foreign people on 
this continent. ■ Whether it is against the 
Monroe doctrine or not the American 
people have a strong feeling on that sub- 
ject. They don't like to see a big nation 
bullying a little one, even if the big nation 
is the United States and the little one 
Chile. 

"In the next place, these small republics 
on this continent belong to one family, not 
by blood, but at least by proximity, by 
points of contact and by sympathy with 
the example of free government, which we 
have set. It would seem to be a wiser 



policy for Great Britain to get through 
Egypt before starting on Nicaragua. She 
is arousing the resentment of one great 
country in Europe, and it may not be 
prudent for her to inflame the prejudices, 
if you choose to call them so, of the great 
nation of the eastern hemisphere. 

"The bombarding os helpless towns is at 
best brutal and expensive. It may turn out 
that the expense may be greater to Great 
Britain than to Nicaragua. "The most 
painful part of it is that so great a Govern- 

| men! should deliberately take a step back- 
ward. The whole sentiment of the world 
is against a settlement of disputes by the 

I old-fashioned way of war, and arbitration 
is growing to be the hope of civilization. 

"As the century closes, I cannot help 
thinking that this coercion on the part of a 
powerful nation against a weak one, which 
might result in war, is worse than a 
blunder— it is a crime."

I'tmland fnterettcd Its Affnirt in the 
Ilairaiian Inlands. 

LONDON, Eng., April 26.— Replying to 
a question in the House of Commons to- 
day as to whether Hawaii is under the 
protection oi the United States, and if it is 
possible to approach the United States 
Government with the object of obtaining 
proper treatment for the ex-Queen, Sir Ed- 
ward Gray, Secretary of the Foreign Office, 
said the Hawaiian republic was not under 
United States protection, and that Great 
Britain did not see any opportunity of in- 
terfering in the matter. 

An answer to a letter of a man named 
Frederick Harrison, dated San Francisco, 
will be printed in the newspapers here, 
claiming to point out the outrageous 
manner in which British subjects had 
been treated in Hawaiian prisons. Sir 
Edward said that the Government had re- 
ceived no confirmation of the reported out- 
rages, although several complaints on the 
subject had been received. These com- 
plaints will be investigated and steps be 
taken to obtain redress.

Both Sides Preparing Lengthy 
Arguments on Mooted 
Questions. 



Attorney-General Olney Will Per- 
sonally Review All the Great 
Points Involved. 



WASHINGTON, D. C. April 26.— When 
the Supreme Court, on May 6, again takes 
up the income-tax question it will once 
more go into the merits of all points in- 
volved, and will not, as its order made on 
Tuesday apparently stated, confine the ar- 
guments to the question as to whether the 
rehearing of cases shall be granted. This 
unexpected explanation of the court's or- 
der shows that it intended to state that it 
had granted the petition for the rehearing, 
and ii the bench were full on the date 
named it would reopen the cases. Attor- 
ney-General Olney and others directly in- 
terested in the trial of the suit understood 
the court's order in the same manner as did 
the public. 

The complete reopening of the income- 
tax case will necessitate continuous hard 
work on the part of counsel so as to be pre- 
pared for the court. Attorney-General 
Olney and counsel for the Government oa 
this occasion will go most fully and elabor- 

•ely into all the points involved, and es- 
pecially into the question of direct tax- 
ation. The Government will represent 
that the importance of the cases, in the 
light of the views expressed by the court 
in the opinion already rendered, make it 
desirable that a week should be allowed 
for argument on each side. If allowed, the 
argument in the matter of length may 
bear comparison to the exhaustive hearing 
before the Paris arbitration tribunal on the 
Bering Sea question. The explanation 
now given officially at the court of the 
meaning of its order indicates a probability 
that before final adjournment of the court 
for the present term a final determination 
of the full court on the mooted income- 
tax question may be expected.

Mr. Slmmi Telle of the Damage Hone hy 
Serere l-roete. 

WASHINGTON. I). C. April 25.-First 
Assistant Secretary Simms of the Interior 
Department has returned to the city from 
Florida, where he owns an orange grove. 
He says that the first cold snap of the past 
winter, which came iu December, de- 
stroyed 2,500,000 boxes of unpacked fruit. 
In spite of the great damage done the 
storm was a blessing in disguise, as it 
checked the growth of the trees and kept 
them from being in blossom when the 
second cold snap came. 

Hundreds of trees escaped that would 
have been killed had it not been for the 
first cold wave. Said Mr. Simms: "It has 
been truly said that if every house in 
Florida had liecn burned the loss would 
have been less than resulted from the de- 
struction of orange trees. The people are 
full of pluck, however, and have great con- 
fidence in the future."

NEW YOKK, N.. Y., April 2.->.-Scnor 
Dupuv de Leome, the new Spanish Minis- 
ter to the I'nited States, was interviewed 
by an Associated Press reporter to-day on 
board the revenue cutter which brought 
him from quarantine. Senor de Leome 
spoke of the lack of interest in the Cuban 
insurrection which he observed during his 
stay in Havana, which place he visited en 
route hither, and also of the exaggerated 
reports sent out from the islands concern- 
ing the progress of the insurrection, and 
he expressed his convictions of the speedy 
extinction of the revolt. 

'•The arrival of General Martinez Cam- 
pos in Cuba," the Spauish Minister said, 
"brought a feeling of security to the peo- 
ple, and an assurance that the insurrec- 
tionists will be suppressed. It is needless 
for me to repeat the statements that have 
been made so often of the greatly exagger- 
ated stories sent out by the newspaper 
correspondents. I must say that the re- 
ports of the Associated Press are the most 
truthful of the statements cabled from 
Cuba. The newspaper correspondents have 
made me say and do all manner of things 
from the time of my arrival at Cuba, which 
I am not aware of having said or done. 

"A New York paper published a long in- 
terview with me, in which I was quoted as 
making a number of very positive and un- 
pleasant statements about the American 
press. As a matter of fact I never said a 
word to a reporter of that paper, nor, in- 
deed, to a reporter of any paper printed in 
English on such a subject. My mission to 
America is to talk politics to the authori- 
ties at Washington. As for the firing upon 
the steamer Allianca I have nothing to 
say. It is a matter that seems to have 
been already satisfactorily settled. I must 
say, however, that I think it would have 
been wiser for the captain of the Allianca 
to have stopped when requested and then 
sought for indemnity afterward. 

"Concerning General Campos and his 
proposed plans I think it worthy of note, 
as characteristic of the excellent soldier 
and tactician that he is, how little he has 
said since his arrival in Cuba. The gen- 
I eral is a most loyal and patriotic man, one 
I who has nothing to gain by the present 
campaign. It is his policy to be as lenient 
as possible with the insurrectionists, ex- 
cept in the case of the leaders. They will 
be the most severely dealt with. 

' The Government proposes to send to 
Cuba 24,000 men in all before the 1st day 
of May. With this force there can be no 
doubt as to the fate of the insurrectionists. 
General Campos has with him two of his 
sons, Miguel, the Marquis of Basdan, who 
holds the rank of first lieutenant, and 
Joseph, who is a second lieutenant. The 
former Is a young man who has given up a 
life of leisure to endure the hardships of a 
Cuban campaign in the hot season. 

"Statements have been made that the 
money General Compos brought with him 
was for the purpose of buying off the 
leaders of the revolution. It is well known 
that this policy was pursued during the 
last insurrection in Cuba, but the Govern- 
ment has no intention of repeating the 
mistake in the present instance. The revo- 
lution is to be stamped out by the force of 
arms. 

"Estimates by conservative men who 
have been among the revolutionary forces 
place the number of men at about 3000, not 
more than one-half of whom are armed 
and equipped. We estimate their num- 
ber at about 4000 with the same armed 
proportion. 

"It is a difficult matter to pet a correct 
idea of their numbers, for one day many of 
them will be at work on the cropi and the 
next they are off on a skirmishing expedi- 
tion. Four thousand, however, is certainly 
a most liberal estimate, and they are of a 
class that would scarcely be taken seriously 
in America. At present there are eight 
modern Spanish war vessels in Cuban 
waters. Seven are second-class cruisers 
and one first-class. The ship I came over 
on with (ieneral Campos was the Keina 
Marie Christina, the vessel in which the 
Princess Eulalie came to this country. It 
is not intended, I think, to send anv more 
ships to Cuba than are at present on the 
way there." 

Senor de Leome said it was his intention 
to stay in this city for the next few days if 
possible to await the arrival of his family, 
who are en route to New York. The 
Minister remarked that the several 
changes of climate he had been through 
since leaving Spain had tired him consid- 
erably and that he was anxious to have a 
few days' rest.

MONTREAL, Quebec. April 25.— W. C. 
McDonald's extensive tobacco factory on 
Ontario street was partly ilotroyed by fire 
this evening.

There was not a fire escape on the out- 
side nor any appliances on the inside of 
the building for the lighting of the tire.

As theriames burst through 
four firemen were on the roof, and for 
twenty minutes their lives were despaired 
of, until finally ladders were found to bring 
them down.

With much trouble one 
of the iron lattices was knocked off, when 
one of the girls jumped and was almost 
shattered to pieces when she reached the 
roof of an adjoining warehouse. In a 
similar manner the others followed to the 
number of thirty. The ambulances were 
kept busy carrying Hie women and girls 
to the hospital, and some were driven in 
cabs to their homes. So far only one is 
known to be dead, but several are believed 
to be in the ruins. 

It was nearly midnight before the place 
could be entered safely, and owing to the 
darkness very little work can be done be- 
fore morning. 

The Associated Press correspondent in- 
terviewed several who escaped. They say 
the scene on the fourth floor was beyond 
description. When the first rush for the 
stairway occurred, the passage was solidly I 
packed, and many fainted and fell under 
the feet of the crowd. Then a rush was | 
made to the windows. But the crowd 
forgot about the heavy screens which 
guarded that means of escape. Frantic 
women tore their hands beating against 
the cruel obstructions, but the irons were 
too strong for their feeble blows. 

Death seemed inevitable until Marie 
Gagnon found a window that yielded to 
the determined blows of those who could 
get their united efforts to bear. This win- 
dow overlooked an extensive one-story 
warehouse. Without a moment's hesita- 
tion the woman leaped onto the roof 
below. Encouraged by her daring and 
impelled by the smoke and flames which 
were making rapid progress in that part of 
the building, other women followed her ex- 
ample until about twenty maimed and 
bruised forms were piled on the warehouse 
roof. By this time the passageway had 
rx-come iirfficiently cleared to permit a 
more rapid clearing of the building. The 
work of rescue by means of fire extension 
ladders was in progress and many almost 
inanimate forms were carried out by the 
firemen. 

On the third iloor, where the fire started, 
the scenes were almost as heartrending, 
but, being warned sooner, the operatives 
there were able to escape quicker by the 
stairways Many were terribly crushed in 
the mad rush, but the most serious casual- 
ties were coniined to those on the top floor. 

Great indignation is expressed against 
the officials whose duty it is to see that the 
law i» enforced in regard to the fire-escape 
appliances. 

From inquiries at the hospitals at a late 
hour to-night concerning the condition of 
the girls injured by jumping from the 
window of the burning building, it was 
learned that but little hope is entertained 
for the recovery of at least five. Marie 
Gagnon, the first girl to make the terrible 
leap from the fourth floor, was picked up 
with her back broken • and cannot live 
many hours. 



BESIEGED THE EORTRESS, 



Persistent Attacks Made by the 
Natives on the Citadel 
of Chitral. 



After Days of Hard Fighting the 
British Forces Finally Routed 
the Enemy. 



CALCUTTA, April 25.— A dispatch from 
Simla to-day announces the contents of 
the diary of Dr. Robertson, tht British 
political agent atChitral, who was besieged 
in a fort there and relieved on Saturday 
last by a column commanded by Colonel 
Kelly, which reached Chitral from Gilgit, 
after accomplishing a brilliant military 
achievement in passing over the snow- 
covered Shandar Pass, 12,000 to 14,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. He says on the 
march the British garrison lost twenty -two 
officers and men killed and thirty-one 
wounded. 

The siege proper began on March 4. On 
the 8th the enemy tried to set fire to the 
water-tower, and on the 14th the besiegers 
attacked the east side of the fort, but were 
repulsed. The tribesmen occupied toe sum- 
mer-house, about fifty yards from the 
tower, on April 15, and on the l'ith ad- 
vanced and stormed breastworks to within 
forty yards of the main gate of the fort. 

On April 7 the enemy fired the tower. 
While the garrison was fighting the flames 
Dr. Robertson was wounded and several of 
the British force were killed or wounded. 
The enemy attempted on April 8 to set tire 
to the citadel, and on the 11th the fort wag 
attacked on all sides. 

The garrison made a sortie on April 17, 
recaptured the summer-house and blew up 
the enemy's mine. The British loss in the 
sortie was eight killed and thirteen 
wounded. The enemy lost sixty killed, of

The University crew has been training 
under the direction of Coach Garnett, the 
Harvard graduate, who did so much 
toward interesting the college boys in 
aquatic sports lust year. At the opening 
of the training season this year so great 
was the desire among the brawny-armed 
students to be put on' the crew that nine- 
teen tried for the four places to be filled.

In addition to the scull race between the 
I'nivcrsity Club and Columbia crews there 
will be single sculls by members of the 
Alameda Boating Club, the Columbias 
and University Club. If the weather per- 
mits there will also be a number of swim- 
ming contests. 

Governor Budd and his staff have signi- 
fied their intention of being present at the 
race, and from the number of tickets that 
have been disposed of it seems as though 
it will be a society event.

TRIED TO DRUG A HORSE, 



The Ledette Filly Had a Nar- 
row Escape From a 
" Doping." 



A Colored Stableman Charges Tom 
Warren With the Das- 
tardly Act. 



A very neat little scheme was nipped in 
the bud at the racetrack on Wednesday 
evening, whereby the Ledette filly, which 
ran in the match race yesterday against 
Seraphin, was to have been drugged, 
ostensibly for the purpose of making it a 
"cinch" for Seraphin. 

Late Wednesday afternoon a colored 
man, known as Cuba, in the employ of 
Charles Boots, owner of the Ledette filly, 
was approached by a man named Fred 
Warren, also known as Tom Warren, a 
parasite of the turf, who, so it is alleged, 
made the fact known to the colored man 
that it would be $1011 in bis pocket if he 
would consider his proposition. 

"Cuba" says the proposal was to give the 
filly a dose of hypnotizing liquid. 
Accompanying it, as a sort of legal 
binder, was a $5 gold piece. To all intents 
the colored employe readily assented to 
the scheme, and was to receive the balance 
of the coin the day following.

A DOUBT TO BE CREATED. 



The Pastor Questioned as to 
Samples of His Hand- 
writing. 



HIS RELATIONS WITH DURRANI". 



A New Witness Is Brought Forward. 
Prosecution to Close 
To-Day. 



It was another day of black slouch hats, 
darx coats and darker hints in the Durrant 
hearing yesterday. 

Dr. Gibson was recalled to the witness- 
stand and his testimony opened the morn- 
ing session of the court. He had evidently 
forgotten Judge Conlan's sarcastic lash, 
under which he writhed the day before, 
and the finely cut innuendo of Deuprey 
and Dickinson had seemingly been erased 
from the tablet of his rat her erratic memory. 

As he stepped on the witness-stand his 
manner betrayed considerable nervousness, 
and when put on the rack of cross-ex- 
amination further indications of a per- 
turbed condition of mind were not want- 
ing. His answers came snappishly — in 
some cases savagely, and as Dickinson's 
suggestive questions forged link by link 
into a long chain of insinuation weighed 
on his mind he threw back his head 
angrily, and as Dickinson proceeded to 
tighten the inquisitorial thumbscrews his 
whole manner became nitterlv defiant. 

It is no marvel that the minister grew 
angry under the searching questioning of 
the defense. The inquisitor was rigid and 
the torture keen. In the tones of Dickin- 
son there was a sarcastic drawl, in his 
small penetrating eyes an expression of 
mirth, and in every Question propounded 
to the suffering divine something more 
than an insinuation of complicity in the 
foul crimes charged against the young 
medical student, Theodore Durrant. It 
anything was needed to make the discom- 
fiture of this ministerial witness complete 
it was found in the hypnotic gaze of Deu- 
prey. which was fastened on the reverend 
gentlemen with a persistency that would 
indicate the lawyer s desire to explore the 
inmost recesses* of the minister s soul in 
the hope of finding sometning new to be 
offered in evidence. 

The conduct of Dr. Gibson since the in- 
ception of this inquiry into the Emmanuel 
l'..i'l>:ist Church tragedy has been the sub- 
ject of much unfavorable comment, and in 
some quarters of the harshest kind of 
criticism. Xo one can deny that his course 
has been impolitic, manifesting a woeful 
dearth of practical knowledge; but the 
candid censor must take into consideration 
the character of the man, molded as it was 
in an environment of pastoral quietude, 
and finding little sympathy with those 
whose duty it is to ferret out the dark 
crimes of agreat city. 

Dr. Gibson has never been at a coroner's 
inquest or in a police court before in h is 
life. He is wholly ignorant of the methods 
of criminal procedure. When the body of 
Minnie Williams was found murdered in 
the church it never occurred to him that 
the police should be notified. He thought 
first of ai undertaker. 

AVhei. questioned by the reporters he 
answereo evasively or refused to answer at 
all. It should not be forgotten in this con- 
nection that he had heen previously in- 
strocted bj the police to "keep his mouth 
shot." and that in bis own country giving 
information to the press after police 
prohibition in criminal cases is liable to 
severe punishment. 

In worldly matters Dr. Gibson is a child. 
He is not a metropolitan minister with an 
experience touching all sides of life. Born 
in a quiet suburb of Edinburgh and edu- 
cat- 1 in the cloister-iike seclusion of a 
theological school near London bis pas- 
toral ex] erienoe, brief and uneventful, has 
been col :.r.ed to an unimportant parish in 
E in 1 and country towns in California. 

Once, while occupying the Baptist 
church pa s t or ate at Ked Bluff he was ac- 
( isted by a drunken man in thestreet who 
insisted "on a fight. The reverend gentle- 
man straightway took to his heels, and the 
town boys still remember the tiay when 
they saw the dignified pastor legging it 
down the principal street as though pur- 
sued r,y the "Old >ick" himself. 

Men hardened by experience, who can 
look unmoved on the nude and mutilated 
form of a murdered rirl, cannot, or will 
not, understand why a man should shud- 
der at the mere thought of such a scene. 

A break occurred to relieve the monotony 
of trie tedious and interminable question- 
ings on the same points, near the close of 
the morning session. It was while Dr. 
Voge! was on the stand. Counsel for the 
defense had asked him if he thought he 
could remember and identify the clothes 
worn hjr Ihirrant on the night of the 
Young People's meeting at the witness' 
home. That was on the fatal Fridav night 
when the poor girl lost her life in such a 
horrible manner in the desecrated and 
blood-stained edifice on liartlett street. 

Dr. Vogel was in doubt, and General 
Dickinson asked Durrant to step out where 
his old friend and whilom as-uciate could 
get a full view of his attire. It was right- 
fully inferred from this instruction on "the 
part of counsel that Durrant was dressed 
the same as on the night of the gathering 
at Dr. Vogel's house. 

A general movement among the specta- 
tors followed. There was a craning of 
necks and shifting of positions and every 
eve in the courtroom was directed toward 
the prisoner. The stillness which ensued 
was as though every breath was being field, 
only to be broken by the soft tread of the 
accused as he left his seat beside his coun- 
sel and walked over to an open space 
almost directly in front of the witness- 
stand and very close to the press table. 

It must have been a painful moment 
for Durrant— not that there was any par- 
ticular significance attached to the wit- 
ness' ability or failure to identify his 
habiliments, but because he must have 
realized that hundreds of keen, curious 
and coldly critical eyes were fastened on 
him and that in the minds of many his 
guilt or innocence, perhaps, would be 
judged according to his manner and con- 
duct, even to the flutter of an eyelid or the 
trembling of a linger. 

But he withstood the trying ordeal as he 
has met all bis trials. "He was perfectly 
natural and collected. As he looked his 
former friend straight in the eye an open 
and frank smile lighted up his countenance 
and a warm color was in his cheeks. That 
smile and glance seemed to say to the mau 
who stood before him, "How strangely al- 
tered are our relative positions since last 
we met "; and it miglit have said further, 
"1 don't think, old boy, that you can re- 
member what I wore "that night at your 
house." And the doctor could not re- 
member, and, so saying, was soon after 
dismissed from the stand. 

Durrant resumed his seat as self-pos- 
sessed as though just returning to his 
studies after a recitation or class examina- 
tion in the college hall or schoolroom. 

The examination wai opened by the 
recalling of Dr. Gibson by the defense. 

"Whose handwriting ii theentrv on that 
blackboard?" asked (ieneral Dickinson, 
banding witness a small blackboard eight 
Inches wide by three fen in lengtn on 
which was written in chalk : "The pi • • r 
will be pleased to speak with visitors alter 
the service." 
"Was not your attention called to that

"What were those reasons? Let us hear 
them again."

"On the rioor of the closet, with pools of 
blood near the head and under the table. 
The outer garments were up about to the 
knees, while the underclothes were up 
hicher. One leg of the drawers was torn 
off and one limb was drawn up to a sharp 
angle." 

"Were there any portions of the center 

of the body exposed ?" 
"Not when I got there." 
Witness followed this up with a descrip- 
tion of the strips of cloth taken from the 
dead girl's mouth, the stick found under 
the bodv, and the examination of the teeth 
by Dr. T. A. Vogel. 

Nothing new was brought out on the 
cross-examination. 

Dr. Thomas A. Vogel, dentist, at 2202 
Howard street, was the next witness. 

"Did vou know Minnie Williams during 
her lifetime?" asked Prosecuting Attorney 
Wakeman. 
"About four vears." 
"When did you last see her alive?" 
I '"At a reception given to Dr. Gibson in 
the church tour weeks ago." 

"Did you see Miss Williams when she 
left the church that night?"

"You were in the habit of letting him do 
all the work he wanted to, were you not?" 

"Yes, sir; we let him do all he could." 

"Now, as to the basin spoken of in the 
back room. Did you ever use it for toilet 
purposes?" 

"Yes, sir." 

"How often?" 

•'That depended wholly on circum- 
stances." 

• Who furnished the towels for the 

basin?" 

"They were furnished by myself." 
"Where were those towels kept?" 
"In a drawer near the basin." 
"Did you have the towels washed and 
brought back to the church yourself?" 
'1 es, sir." 

"Did you notice any blood stains on any 
of them?" 

"No, sir; not that I know of." 

Albert 0. McElroy, 18 years of age, liv- 
ing at 40 Shotwell street, was next called. 

"Where were you on Fridav night. April 
12, between the hours of 7:30 and 8:30 
o'clock?" 

"On Iiartlett street, near Twenty-third." 

"Whom did you see there?" 

"I saw a man go up toward the corner 
and meet a woman." 

It was another case of slouch hat and 
long black overcoat. 

"Did you notice anything strange in their 
actions?" 6 > 

"When they passed me the man tried to 
shb'ld the woman with his shoulder like." 

"\\ hat was the difference in their size?" 

"The man was considerable taller than 
his companion. As thev got down to the 
comer a woman came 'along and passed 
them. 

"How was the man dressed ?" 
"He had a long dark overcoat and slouch 



hat.' 

Being shown the hat and coat witness 
was unable to identify the garments. He 
said the coat looked "something like that 
worn by the man he saw, but that was as 
far as he cared to go apparently. 

•' Have you seen Durrant since that 
night?" 

"Yes, sir; I saw him in the Chiers office 
Sunday night." 

"How do you think he compared with 
the man you saw Friday night?" con- 
tinued Mr. Barnes. 

"Well, the hat, coat and hair looked 
something like, but Durrant seemed to be 
two or three inches shorter than the man 
I saw." 

On cross-examination nothing new was 
elicited, neither was the witness led to mix 
up his statements. 

On the redirect witness was asked by Mr. 
Barnes: 

"What did you see after the man and 
woman were gone?" 

"While I was around back of the church 
I saw a light moving about in the lower 
floor of the church." 

The witness had been waiting for a 
friend named Minner when he saw the 



"Yes. sir." 

"Was he secretary of that society?" 

"I do not know positively, though think 
he was acting secretary." 

■What time did he arrive thenightof the 
society meetine?" 

"I think it was about 9:30 o'clock." 

"What was his appearance on his arrival 
at yonr house?" 

"Well, he seemed overheated and his 
hair was disheveled. He asked to wash his 
hands and brush his hair and I took him 
into my office." 

"Did he say where he had been?" 

"I do not remember exactly, though I 
think something was said which left the 
impression on my mind that he had been 
out with the stcnal corps." 

"How lone did he take to wash his hands 
and perform his toilet?" 

' About two minutes." 

"Were you in the room with him durine 
that time?" 

"Yes sir; and then we went into the 
parlor." 

"Was the business meeting over at the 

time of his arrival?" 

"Yes. sir." 

"H:vl Durrant been at your house on 

similar occasions before?" 
"Yes, sir." 

"Do vou recall how he was dressed that 

night? - ' 

"I think I can. He had on a long, dark 
overcoat and soft hat." 

"Do you think you could identify the 
hat and coat?" 

"Possibly." 

Witness was thereupon shown the de- 
fendant's hat and coat. He said they 
looked very much like those worn by him 
on the night of the societv meeting."" 

■When did Durrant leave your house 
that night?" 

"He left with the rest of the company. 
I met him just outside the threshold as I 
was going to accompany two young ladies 
home who were without escorts." 

"Did Durrant go along with the crowd?" 

"Yes, sir. He went as far as Twenty- 
fourth street and there left us, saying that 
as he wanted to get up earlv to go away 
with the Signal Corps lie must get home. ' 

Before being turned over to the defense 
witness answered a few questions as to his 
identification of Minnie Williams after 
death by examining her teeth. 

Cross-examination. 

"You say you were standing on the stairs 
when Durrant came in on the night of the 
society meeting at your house?" asked 
General Dickenson. 

"Yes, sir." 

"How do vou know it was half-past 9 
o'clock when Durrant arrived ?" 

"Because my father was standing at the 
head of the stairs and just as Durrant came 
he looked at his watch and remarked that 
it was just half-past 9 o'clock." 

"Was there anything unusual in his ap- 
pearance when he arrived at your house?" 

"Nothing except that he was overheated 
and that his hair was rumpled." 

"Was there anything in his appearance 
to indicate that his heated appearance 
miglit not have been caused from rapid 
walking?" 

"No, sir; it might have been caused from 
rapid walking." 

"Did he act naturally as ever during the 
evening— move around among the guests 
and chat with them as any one else might 
have done?" 

"Yes, sir." 

"Do you think yon could identify the 
clothes worn by Durrant at the society 
meeting at yonr house?" 

"I cannot tell." 

Durrant. in obedience to the instruction 
of his counsel, left his seat and walked 
over a few paces nearer the witness-stand 
in order that the doctor might obtain a 
good look at his attire. 

Nothing material was elicited during the 
further questioning. 

Miss Catherine B. Stevens, one of the 
voung ladies who discovered the body of 
Minnie Williams on the Saturday morning 
following the party at Dr. Vogel's, was 
then called. 

The accused was perfectly self-possessed. 
He was natural, without being self-con- 
scious in the effort at nonchalance, and as 
he looked straight into the eye of his 
former friend and church associate an 
open and friendly smile overspread his 
face an<l a faint color mounted to cheek 
and brow. He remained standing until 
witness said he was satisfied he could not 
identify the prisoner's attire as being the 
same or even similar to that worn by him 
on the night of the Christian Endeavor 
gathering. 

"Were vou in Emmanuel Church on the 
morning of Saturday, April 13?" 

"Yes, sir." 

"Who were vou with?" 

"Mrs. Nolt, Miss Loid and Miss Bevey." 

"Did you see the body?" 

"Yes sir." 

"What did you do then?" 
"I left the room," 



"Did you know Miss Williams during 
her lifetime?" 

"Jnst to speak to her— a speaking ac- 
quaintance." 

"Are vou a member of the Christian En- 
deavor Society?" 

"Yes, sir." 

"Do you know Miss Fales, Miss Lord, 
Mrs. Nolt, Miss Berry, Mr. Wolfe and Mr. 
Durrant?'' 

"Yes, sir." 

"Did vou see them at the meeting of the 
society Friday evening?" 
"Yes, sir." 

"What time did yon leave Dr. Vogel's 
house that evening?" 

"A little after 11 o'clock." 

"Where did Durrant leave your party 
that night?" 

"At the corner of Twenty-fourth and 
Howard streets." 

On cross-examination witness said that 
Durrant's manner throughout the evening 
at Dr. Vogel's was as natural as ever. 

Miss Miriam lMrd of 846 Capp street was 
recalled: 

"Did you know Minnie Williams during 
her lifetime?" 

"I knew her about four years." 

"Were you in Emmanuel Church Satur- 
day morning before Easter?" 

"Yes, sir. I was there_ with Mrs. Nolt 
and Mi.*> Stevens. Mrs. Nolt wanted to go 
into the library, and when we went into 
the room she made the remark that there 
were no books in sight. We then stepped 
over to the closet door and opened it. and 
there on the floor lay the body." 

"Did vou stav to examine it?" 

"No "sir." 

"Did you notify anybody at the time?" 

"No, sir; not personally. We spoke to 
the janitor boy." 

V itness in "subsequent answers corrob- 
orated the preceding witness relative to 
Durrant's movements on Friday night, 
when the party separated on going home, 
etc. Wolfe, Durrant and witness walked 
from Twenty-fourth and Howard, where 
they left the other party, to Twenty-fourth 
and Capp streets, where Durrant left Wolfe 
and the witness. 

On cross-examination she also corrobora- 
ted the preceding witness as to Durrant's 
natural manner on the Friday night at Dr. 
Vogel's house. 

Attorney Barnes announced that he had 
some very important business of a private 
nature to attend to in the afternoon, and 
that while he had every confidence in Mr. 
Wakeman, he still desired to be nresent 
throughout the entire examination as he 
expected to be with the case in the Su- 
perior Court, and would, therefore, ask the 
court for a continuance until 10 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

"How much longer do you think it will 
take the prosecution to get all of the testi- 
mony in? asked Judge Coulan. 

"1 think, your Honor, that we can finish 
by the noon adjournmentto-morrow if you 
will grant the continuance until 10 o'clock 
in the morning," replied the counsel for 
the people. 

The defense started to interpose an ob- 
jection, but after (ieneral Dickinson and 
Eugene Deuprey had consulted a few mo- 
ments they concluded to let Mr. Barnes 
look after his private affairs witout opposi- 
tion from them. 

Attorney Barnes' handsome round face 
was in perihelion with the warm flush of 
pleasure which overspread it from mus- 
tache to mansard at this evidence of fra- 
ternul generosity and professional sym- 
pathy from his brother "Cokesters." 

A roar from the bailiff, a filling out of 
Captain Douglas* 1 brass-buttoned chest 
measure, a shuffling of 500 feet and court 
stood adjourned until this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

CRANKS DEVELOPED. 



Tricks of the Morbidly Curious 
to Get a View of Dur- 
rant.

The firm stand taken by Chief of Police 
Crowley in keeping the morbidly curious 
out of the City Prison has prevented It 
being turned into a public museum to 
which thousands would have flocked to see 
Durrant. A case such as the terrible Em- 
manuel Church tragedy brings to public 
notice many sorts of cranks. 

Several who are bordering on the verge 
of insanity get so exercised that they be- 
come insane, while others resort to all sorts 
of tricks to gain a view of the murderer. 
Some wish to be brought in connection 
with a murderer so as to gain notoriety, 
possibly for business purposes, but the ma- 
jority only hunger to see the murderer ont 
of morbid curiosity. Mrs. Williamson, 
who made a scene in court, and the many 
who have written letters to the police and 
the newspapers, have evidently gone in- 
sane by thinking about the case when par- 
tially unbalanced mentally. 

The ardor of the morbidly curious was 
considerably dampened by Chief Crow- 
ley's order that no flowers be sent to Dur- 
rant, and many who habitually fawn on 
murderers have failed to get near the 
doors of the City Prison. Several police- 
men have been stationed at different 
places in front of the prison ever since the 
arrest of Durrant, and few were let in the 
lines formed by the strict guard. Two 
women of more than middle age, who for 
vears have had the habit of calling on al- 
leged murderers made their appearance 
soon after Durrant's arrest, and when re- 
fused admittance were astonished, and 
went away muttering threats against the 
Police Department. 

Some women in the guise of spiritualists, 
physiognomists and phrenologists have 
repeatedly called at the prison, anil have 
made all sorts of excuses to get a view of 
the accused murderer. One old woman 
said she could determine whether Dur- 
rant was guilty or innocent by placing her 
hand on any part of Durrant's body, either 
his face or his feet. Another claimed to be 
able to tell by the shape of Durrant's head 
and neck whether he could have been able 
to commit such crimes as he is charged 
with. 

None of these women secured permission 
to see Durrant, for they were classed with 
pretended spiritualists who claimed to 
have received spirit messages from Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams which they 
desired to deliver to Durrant. 

One woman was cunning enough to gain 
the much coveted view of the accused 
murderer. A few days ago a neat-appear- 
ing woman and a respectable-looking man 
came to the office of the Chief of Police. 
The woman said she lived near the Cooper 
Medical College, and if Durrant was the 
man she believed him to be she would have 
some valuable information for the police. 
She was given a good look at Durrant, and 
then said he was not the man. 

As she and her supposed husband went 
away they smiled triumphantly, and the 
police believe she only resorted to a sub- 
terfuge to gratify her curiosity. 

The tricks tried by other people, both 
men and women, have been very numer- 
ous. Some come into the prison "under the 
pretense of looking through the prison, as 
they are strangers in town, others come to 
look for mythical lost children, while 
others inquire for supposed friends ex- 
pressing the fear they have been arrested 
for insanity or drunkenness. Many of 
these have been admitted, but they are 
taken quickly past Durrant's cell and they 
have no chance to see him. as he generally 
sits at the rear of the cell, where he can- 
not be seen very dirtinctly. So, in the 
cases of all the morbidly curions none but 
the one couple have succeeded in gettine 
a good view of the man. who is thankful 
to the police for at least one thing, that of 
not being placed on exhibition as a public 
curiosity.

An Unknown Mlxlng-Room-Work 
of Soule and Marx— Report 
on the Concrete. 



A. Page Brown, architect of the ferry 
foundation and of his own fortunes, was 
for once in evidence on the water front 
yesterday. Not very largely in evidence 
was Mr. Brown, for he shrank from a per- 
sonal encounter with the noxious gases 
from the sewers and the perfume of bilge 
water. The complexion of the architect 
has been depicted as glowing in nearly all 
the colors of the rainbow in the past few 
days, but there is one color which cannot 
be said to have set with becoming dignity 
on the brow of this modern contractor of 



amine.:. Professor Marx took a cube of 
concrete from one of the walls and will 
make a test of it at Stanford. The only 
part of the work that cannot be got at for 
examination is the piling under the piers, 
and whether there are seventy-five piles 
under each pier and are driven the re- 
quired depth into the bay bottom." 

The following is a report of a test made 
by Superintendent Noble of the Pacific 
Rolling-mills at the request of Engineer 
Holmes which is favorable to the quality 
of the concrete : 

H. C. Jfolma Dkab Sir: I received 

from you two blocks of concrete marked Nos. 2 
and 3. These blocks I tested lor compression 
with the following results: 

No. "—The elastic limit was 4(>,530 pounds. 
Pressure was maintained until rupture began 
and showed 55,950 pounds. Did not carry the 
pressure to destruction. 

No. 3— The elastic limit was 48,650 pounds. 
Pressure maintained until rupture began and 
showed 56, 7(H) pounds. Did not carry the 
pressure to destruction. 

I return herewith the blocks with the origi- 
nal marks on them. This concrete Is especially 
good and above the average. Yours truly. 

P. Noble. 

Engineer Holmes says in further ex- 
planation of the above test that four sam- 
ples were taken out at the pluccs indicated 
by Soule and Marx, and Nos. 1 and 4 were 
carried away by the professors while Nos. 
2 and 3 were sent to Mr. Noble. 

"The average crushing strain for con- 
crete six months old," said Mr. Holmes, 
"is sixty tons to the square foot. No 2 
sample was one-fourth of a square foot in 
area. Consequently the rock was sub- 
jected to a pressure of 112 tons to the 
square foot. This concrete was put in Oc- 
tober 23. 1894. 

"Sample No. 3 was one-third of a square

of President Colnon and the contract, Mr, 
Brown has not done his work, but he has 
the money for not doing it just the same.

foundations, said yesterday that the al- 
leged report of the Grand Jury, published j 
in yesterday's morning's Chronicle, was a 
misstatement all through. 

"I don't know whether to be indignant 
or amused at that article," said Mr. Gray. 
"It was a series of misrepresentations from 
beginning to end. The man w ho made the 
charges about mixing the cement with 
brickdust once worked for us, and we dis- 
charged him for drunkenness. We have 
no mixing-room either at the quarry or at 
the ferry. The concrete is mixed on a 
platform at the foundation and in full 
sight of the inspectors and the public." 

While Architect Brown is trying to 
"keen out of the newspapers" and telling 
the Harbor Commissioners that he was so 
busy he could not supervise his own work 
President Colnon's scientific experts are 
dipping systematically down tnto the 
ferry foundations to learn just what was 
done when Mr. Brown, architect, was 
elsewhere. 

Professors Soule and Marx of Berkeley 
and Stanford are making a most thorough 
examination of the whole work. From 
the piling to the character of the rock 
used, from the cement to the concrete, 
every item in the construction will be put 
to tbe severest test, and the final report of 
the scholarly examiners. will be full and 
accurate. 

"Professors Soule and Marx," said Mr. 
Colnon yesterday, "have been selected in 
view of their high characters and general 
fitness, ana from their scientific tests ap- 
plied to the work and material the ques- 
tion of the durability of the foundations 
will be forever settled. They are at liberty 
to conduct their examinations as they 
may choose, and the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners will assist them through every 
stage of the survey. The work will be hur- 
ried forward as "fast as possible, which 
will necessarily be retarded because of the 
fact that Professors Soule and Marx are 
employed five days of the week at their 
respective universities, and can only put 
their off or leisure time on this duty. 

"They have visited the Telegraph Hill 
quarry," from which the rock is taken, and 
selected specimens for a test as to density. 
Portions of tbe cement and everything 
used in the concrete, as well as the man- 
ner of forming the concrete, will be ox- 



The suit for $10,000 damages for libel 
brought by Richard S. Heath against the 
Examiner for referring to him as having 
participated in a barroom fight came to a 
conclusion in the Superior Court yester- 
day, a jury returning a verdict for the 
plaintiff and assessing the damages at 
$2500. 

Yesterday's proceedings consisted mainly 
of argument by counsel. Attorney W. 
H. L. Barnes opened, Grove L. Johnson 
replied and Barnes closed. Both attorneys 
made a special effort, and the courtroom 
of Judge Murphy, where the case was 
tried before Judge Hunt and a jury, was 
crowded throughout the day. 

General Barnes opened by picturing the 
wide influence for good or evil of a metro- 
politan journal, and insisted upon the ne- 
cessity for fair and careful treatment of 
the news. He said that the Examiner had 
been affected by animus against Heath in 
publishing this libel, and that its retrac- 
tion was, if possible, worse than the ar- 
ticle complained of. 

Counsel compared the character of the 
witnesses who had spoken for and against 
his client's reputation and condemned the 
testimony of any junketing party of men, 
who, on slight acquaintance, had, he 
said, come to swear away a man's char- 
acter. He explained that there were com- 
pensating damages and exemplary dam- 
ages, and that the nature of this assault 
on his client could only be met by the jury 
awarding exemplary damages. The gen- 
eral pictured the acute misery and shame 
occasioned the innocent victim and his 
relatives from a libelous article, and plainly 
stated that the Examiner in implicating 
Heath in this saloon row had simply de- 
sired to further embarrass the man it 
believed guilty of the McWhirter murder. 

Grove L. Johnson almost immediately 
in bis reply took the ground that Heath 
was a rowdy and a barroom brawler and 
as such could not be libeled in being mixed 
up in a saloon fight. He declared that if 
the article had been written about Corbett 
or Sullivan they would not have recognized 
it as a libel. As a matter of fact the Ex- 
aminer had depicted Heath as achivalric 
champion of a friend who had been as- 
saulted. He described the necessity for 
great papers to disseminate intelligence 
and uphold morality and maintained that 
by its retraction the Examiner had done 
everything possible or needed in order to 
appease the feelings of a rowdy and a man 
of fighting blood. He declared that his 
seventeen Fresno witnesses who had testi- 
fied to Heath's bad character were in- 
finitely more worthy of credence than 
Heath's eleven San irancisco witnesses to 
his good character. At the most Heath 
was not entitled to more than $1 damages. 

In his closing remarks General Barnes 
deprecated the attack on his client, who 
he declared had been proved a reformed 
man. He stated that he himself had taken 
the case merely out of regard for General 
Heath, the young man's father, for friend- 
ship for W. W. Foote. Heath's attorney, 
and also because he believed voung Heath 
had been hounded without the least jus- 
tice. He did not seek money in the case, 
and at first had offered to settle on condi- 
tion that he received a vindication which 
might be made part of Heath's record in 
his trial then coming on. That vindica- 
tion had been delayed, and now it was left 
to the jury to give it. 

The jury was out only a little over an 
hour, and upon its return rendered the 
verdict as stated. The usual stay of pro- 
ceedings to allow of an appeal was granted.

Recognizing the fact that in the case of 
public construction there is not the direct 
moral restraint which a private builder ex- 
ercises over his employes, honest political 
governing bodies select for the work men 
whom they have every reason to trust. 
The men so selected are expected to be as 
diligent and faithful as if the presence of 
the builder were at hand to observe their 
conduct. It is out of the failure of such 
men to be diligent, or through their in- 
clination to be corrupt, that all the numer- 
ous scandals arise over public construc- 
tion. Sometimes it is difficult to disting- 
uish between negligence and knavery, and 
it is equally difficult to say which is worse. 

In the case of the ferry construction, we 
are having a repetition of the shameful 
scandals that arose out of the construction 
of the City Hall. It has not yet been 
proved that the contractors violated the 
specifications and attempted to swindle the 
State by employing inferior material, but 
the suspicion that they have is so prevalent 
that extensive machinery has been set in 
motion to discover the truth. While the 
Harbor Commissioners are having compe- 
tent scientists from the State University 
make such a physical examination of the 
foundations as is possible, the Grand Jury 
is making an inquiry along other lines, 
and the indications do not breed a cheering 
hope that the work may have been 
honestly done, and that it would be safe 
to proceed with the erection of the build- 
ing. 

The discovery that men, in order to be 
diligent or honest, will be so only under 
the presence of fear, is exceedingly dis- 
couraging. When the ferry foundations 
were begun and it was announced that 
A. Page Brown would be the architect 
there was not the slightest apprehension.

whole. Hence it is that in the scheme of 
the order there is no plan for a direct at- 
tack upon any line of action, the general 
organization being maintained principally 
as a bond of union and for the promotion 
of sociability. 

But it is pleasing to observe that the 
members who were interviewed regard 
the suggestion favorably, and clearly see 
in it a plan for bringing the patriotic effi- 
ciency of the order to its highest develop- 
ment. It must be clear to them, as it is to 
us, that the organized efforts of the mem- 
bers would be immeasurably more effective 
than their individual work; and further, 
that such organized work would be only a 
logical development and extension of the 
obligations which the members have indi- 
vidually assumed. 

The prevailing impression of those who 
were interviewed is that the subject is too 
new and important to be brought up be- 
fore the present annual convention of the 
order, that the proposed departure from 
established usage is too radical for imme- 
diate action, and that in any event the in- 
dividual parlors must take action before 
tne central body will have the power to 
move. The members believe, therefore, 
that the Call's suggestion will reBdily 
commend itself to the attention of the par- 
lors, that out of the discussion which will 
arise some general plan of action will be 
evolved, and that the Grand Parlor will be 
invested with authority to take the neces- 
sary action to secure the working harmony 
of the order as a whole. Hence not until 
the next annual convention, a year hence, 
can the Native Sons as an organized body 
be expected to take action in this very im- 
portant matter. 

With regard to political affairs, Grand 
President Sproul has made some conspicu- 
ously commendable observations. He 
thinks, for instance, that while the order 
cannot enter into politics in the ordinary 
sense, its members can properly bind them-

men do not voluntarily suspect that there 
are persons walking abroad among them, 
with all the semblance of a well-rounded 
manhood, who are capable, through negli- 
gence or duplicity, of deliberately setting a 
mine in the springing of which men, 
women and children would be slaughtered 
wholesale and pitilessly.

The vigorous aud prompt action taken 
by the Britisn Government to exact dam- 
ages from the people of Nicaragua for in- 
jury done to British subjects residing 
there, is not in itself to be condemned. It 
is only by such swift action that civilized 
nations can make their force felt in lawless 
lands and protect the property of law- 
abiding industrious men from plunder and 
destruction at every outbreak of insurrec- 
tion and war. There is therefore nothing 
in the act itself for us to condemn. On 
the contrary, there is much in it for us to 
approve and to imitate in cases where 
American citizens are deprived of their 
property and denied redress in countries 
where, under fair treaties, our people have 
a right to go. 

The affair assumes a different aspect, 
however, when considered not in itself 
alone, but in its relation to the Monroe 
doctrine and to the proposed construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. The 
American people have learned to give a 
very broad construction to the Monroe 
doctrine and are ready to apply it to every 
form of controversy that arises between 
any country on this continent and a 
European power. That the doctrine has 
never been recognized in international law, 
nor received any formal diplomatic sanc- 
tion, does not materially affect its real 
validity, for it has come to occupy a great 
place in the National aspirations of the 
people of the United States, and this fact 
is in itself sufficient to give the doctrine 
importance in politics and diplomacy too 
great to be overlooked and too pressing to 
be evaded. 

Not less important to the issue than the 
Monroe doctrine is the proposed construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. That also has 
become a great aspiration of the American 
people, and one that is of more than senti- 
mental interest to them. It is essential to 
the development of American commerce 
that the canal should be constructed, and 
equallr essential to the security of that 
commerce that the canal when constructed 
should be under American control. We 
have therefore two reasons for watching 
the proceedings of the British in Nicaragua 
from the standpoint of opposition. Those 
proceedings are distinctlv adverse to our 
interests, and while we may concede the 
rightof Great Britain to demand redress for 
the wrong done to her citizens, we cannot 
favor any action on her part that shows 
an intention to lord it too far on American 
soil. 

It is not altogether unfortunate that the 
interests of the United States are intrusted 
at this critical period to two such blun- 
derers as Cleveland and Gresham. A 
blunder sometimes teaches wisdom more 
effectually than reason itself, and the mis- 
takes and imbecilities of the present ad- 
ministration may be needed to crystallize 
public opinion in favor of a more vigorous 
American policy when the next one comes 
in. There can be no doubt that Cleve- 
land's attempt at tariff reform has made 
the people of the United States practically 
unanimous for protection, and it is quite 
probable that his weak and meaningless 
foreign policy may be teaching the people 
an equally good lesson concerning our re- 
lations to Central America and the part we 
must perform in directing its development. 



THE NATIVE SONS ALEBT. 

Following up the suggestion which it 
made on Wednesday, to the effect that the 
Native Sons of the Golden West, working 
as a body, would be a powerful force in the 
development of the State, the Call has 
secured, and presents in this issue, a num- 
ber of interviews with leading members of 
the order. These are very instructive, and 
should be pondered by every member of 
the organization. 

Naturally the Call's suggestion appeared 
to the Native Sons in the light of a novelty. 
While every member of the order is 
pledged to a patriotic cherishing of the 
best interests of the State, it seems to have 
been taken for granted that this praise- 
worthy course should be pursued by the 
members in their individual capacity of 
citizens only, and not by means of definite 
purposes pursued by the organization as a 



A BEVOLHTIONABY IDEA. 

Some months ago Robert Stevenson, a 
civil engineer of this city, born in Scot- 
land and graduated from the Glasgow Uni- 
versity, startled the California Academy of 
Sciences by announcing a discovery, 
which, if it is true, overturns the very 
foundations of the science of physics. We 
remember that Mr. Stevenson was chaffed 
unmercifully. That has had the effect to 
rouse his Scotch blood, and now he has 
issued his lecture in pamphlet form, with 
expansions and a few demonstrations, and 
promises to follow it with a book in which 
his remarkable theory is to be proved to 
the smallest detail. This publication is 
awaited with the liveliest interest; even 
the preliminary pamphlet is sufficiently 
startling and suggestive to set students 
thinking. 

Until Mr. Stevenson has either proved 
his case or failed in the effort adverse crit- 
icism makes the utterer more ridiculous ; 
than the victim. Ptolemy's elaborately 
demonstrated theory that the sun, stars 
and planets revolve round the earth was 
accepted implicitly until Copernicus 
proved that the earth and planets revolve 
round the sun; and while Mr. Stevenson's j 
theory completely overturns Newton's the- 
ory of gravitation, and therefore, if true, 
is the grandest scientific discovery since j 
] Newton's day, we may not yet say that he 
will not come to bear the same relation to 
Newton that Copernicus bore to Ptolemy, j 

Mr. Stevenson declares elasticity of mo- 
tion to be the true cause of universal grav- . 
itation; that is, there is nothing inherent 
in bodies which causes them to gravitate 
toward each other, but the persistence of 
energy imparted by some extraneous cause 
explains this phenomenon. Hence the New- 
tonian gravity is not reliable in detcrmin- 
| ing the masses of bodies. 

According to Mr. Stevenson, suppose 
that a body moving along a straight line 
in free space is acted upon by a force equal 
to the original force and transverse to the 
original line of motion. The author flatly 
denies the old law that this body will be 
deflected aloug a straight line which shall 
be the diagonal of a rectangle, of which 
the two conflicting lines of motion, are 
sides, and declares that instead it will pur- 
sue a curvilinear course, which, he says, is 
an ellipse. He explains this by saying that 
unless the secondary impulse imparted to 
the moving body is infinity (in which 
event the body will move on the straight 
line of the secondary impulse), the original 
impulse will constantly act on the body as 
a force of restitution, striving to return it 
to its original line of motion. This is 
what he calls the elasticity of motion and 
the persistence of energy, or "kinetic sta- 
bility." 

Hence Newton's theory of a centripetal 
force (gravity) that keeps one body re- 
volving about another falls to pieces. It 
is not gravity, acting as a centripetal force 
against the centrifugal force of a body, or 
its tendency to fly off into space, that 
keeps it revolving in an ellipse, for such 
revolution may occur without the presence 
of a central body. 

Such is the body of his startling theory. 
There is not space here to give it any 
elaboration, as be does, but some of his ob- 
servations may be noted. 

He says that he has demonstrated the 
fallacy of Newton's theory that gravity 
acts independently and constantly. He 
has proven that a projectile does not fall 
sixteen leet in the first second after its 
propulsion, and that a projectile traveling 
at a velocity of 1036 feet a second (instead 
of having to travtl at a rate of 25.000 feet a 
second, as we have been hitherto taught) 
would travel round the earth without fall- 
ing, if there were no atmospheric resist- 
ance. 

In indicating the results which would 
follow from his discovery, Mr. Stevenson 
says that we could learn how the planets 
are formed and constituted, what their 
heat, mass and atmospheres are, and even 
the character and bodily structure of their 
inhabitants. And in applying it to 
molecular physics we might reduce to an 
exact science the problems of matter, soul 
and spirit. 



THE FAR-OFF PRINCESS. 

Translated from the French tor the Caix by Mel - 

The latest theatrical sensation in Paris is 
"The Far-off Princess," a wonderful mystic 
play by Eugene Rastaud, founded on a legend 
of the troubadors of Provence. 

The singular thing about the new work is 
that its mysticism does not prevent it from 
being intensely restless and modern in spirit. 
When It was first produced on the 6th iust 
Wagnerians almost Imagined that they were 
witnessing a music representation of "Tris- 
tan and Isolde," only Sarah Bernhardt gave a 
more ideal rendering of "The Far-Off Princess" 
tnan the most modern of prima donnas could 
do. This is the strange part she is nightly in- 
terpreting: 

"The Far-off Princess" is a sort of Queen of 
Sheba, who reigns In Tripoli toward the end of 
the dominion of thei Byzantine emperors. Her 
beauty, her wit and her wisdom have made 
her celebrated even in the west of Europe. A 
French troubador, Bertrand d'Alamarion, has 
taken her for the lady of his dreams and extols 
her merits as Dante extolled tnose of Beatrice. 
Bertrand has been pushed by his spirit of ad- 
venture as far as the court of Geoffrey, Prince 
of Sicily, and to the Prince himself he has 
talked so much of the beauty and graces of the 
unknown Princess that Geoffrey himself falls 
in love with her. 

It is a Platonic affection, however, for the 
poor Prince is dying. But he cannot bear to 
leave the earth without having seen the Prin- 
cess, so he embarks with Bertrand and sets 
sail toward Tripoli. 

The first scene shows the vessel bearing 
Geoffrey. AH is going badly, fever decimates 
the crew, and it has been necessary to light 
against the barbarous pirates, the tempest, 
hunger and thirst. Nevertheless the dreained- 
of Princess has such a hold on the imagina- 
tions of the sailors that Bertrand has only to 
evoke her name to give them fresh cuurage 
and hope. Their faith is recompensed as the 
sun rises, for the mist covering the sea rises, 
showing in the distance the white walls oi Tri- 
poli and the palace where tne mysterious Prin- 
cess resides. 

The second scene shows the Interior of the 
strange palace, and which is full of marvels, 
flowers and perfumes. Pilgrims Just returned 
from the Holy Land salute the Princess, who 
distributes to them white lilies, her emblem. 
But if pilgrims receive easy entrance it is not 
the same thing for troubadors and knights. 
The Princess is betrothed for reasons of state 
to the Byzantine Emperor, who is jealous of 
her. and under the pretext of supplying a guard 
of honor has placed over her an officious guard- 
ian, the Knight of the Green Shield, a sort of 
fairytale giant, who keeps the Princess in 
captivity. She, however, charmed with youth, 
poetry and beauty, would like to meet some 
knight to deliver her from the fate of having 
to marry the old Emperor. 

To the melancholy of legendary heroines the 
Princess joins the restless nervousness of the 
end-of-the-century woman, and it is with al- 
most extravagant joy that she learns from the 
merchant Squarciafico, who has come to sell 
her stuffs from Genoa, that a handsome knight 
is roaming round the palace as if he would 
force its (,:•«■ It is Bertrand. Geoffrey, at the 
point of death, has charged him to seek out 
the Princess — Melissinde is her name— and 
lead her on board the ship. Bertrand accepts 
the mission and executes it valiantly. He 
scatters the guards uivler the eye of Melissinde, 
who has thrown him her white veil and car- 
ries it back to her stained with the blood of the 
Knight of the Green shield, whom he has slain 
In mortal combat. Bertrand has been wounded 
and he faints. The Princess binds up his 
wounds and learns with sorrow that the hand- 
some knight is only the Prince's messenger. 

On his side Bertrand is struck with love for 
her, but, remembering his promise to his 
friend, tries to persuade Melissinde to go on 
board Geoffrey's ship. 

In the next scene the Princess has yielded to 
the troubadour's supplication, and Is about to 
visit his friend Geoffrey. The more she sees 
Bertrand. however, the more she loves him, 
and at last decides to confess ber feelings. 
Bertrand is so overcome with the avowal that 
for a time he forgets his loyalty. He is over- 
come with remorse whsn he sees a ship sailing 
out to sea under a black flag, for it was the sig- 
nal agreed upon to tell him that Geoffrey was 
dead. 

However, thla was but a delusion. The ship 

with the black flag was the one bearing the re- 
mains of the Knight of the Green Shield to Con- 
stantinople, and the lovers, seized with disgust 
at their selfishness, prepare to visit the dying 
man. 

The scene changes to Geoffrey's ship, where 
the Prince is anxiously expecting the return of 
his messenger. Soon, on a galley, decked with 
flowers. like Cleopatra's, the Far-off Princess 
appears. Come back to the ideal, she consoles 
the dying man, cuts off her flowing locks beside 
his couch and makes his last moments harpy 
in the joy of a pure and triumphant love. 
After his death. Melissinde, hoping for no more 
happiness on earth, retires into a convent. 

Although this action is simple it is adroitly 
dramatized; indeed the legend.while retaining 
all its philosophical and symbolic Ideas, be- 
comes full of the Intensity of dramatic action. 
In the love scene between Melissinde and Ber- 
trand the fashion in which the lovers close the 
window which commands a view of Geoffrey's 
ship and the terror which seizes them when 
the wind reopens it can either be considered 
as a fine dramatic effect or aaa powerful psy- 
chological study of passion. 

The base of the play is the eternal struggle 
between the real and the ideal, and from this 
point of view one of the finest passages is the 
discourse of the ahip's chaplain, who affirms 
that love, when it is part ideal, is as sacred as 
religion, since It can put a consoling hope into 
the heart of a dying man and can render the 
coarsest beings capable of devotion and self- 
sacrifice. 

It is the ideal that illumines the end of the 
play from the moment that Bertrand and 
Melissinde are seized with horror at the selfish- 
ness and perfidy of their love. 

All through the performance Sorah Bern- 
hardt realizes the plastic ideal of the Prlncesi. 
There is not a detail of the performance which 
she has not attended to herself, not an acces- 
sory which she has not ordered in person. She 
has invented a process for giving the costumes 
an air of not being brand new and for soften- 
ing the colors. There 1> not even a shoe, be it 
worn by the Princess herself or by one of the 
pirates, which has not been exposed to the 
atmosphere to make It lose the effect of being 
worn for the first time. 

There are only two scenes, but they are very 
beautiful. The ship of the first act, with pink 
sails painted with pictures of patron saints, ad- 
vances on a dark sea, that is gradually lighted 
with the rosy tint of dawn, and through the 
haze one sees the white walls of the palace 
inhabited by the mysterious Princess. Then 
there is the hall of the palace, an odd 
mixture of Gothic, Byzantine, Roman and 
oriental architecture, with a throne of Ravenna 
mosaic. Then the audience sees the Princess, 
hierarchal and royal, in her hands the white 
lilies, on her head a crown with gold wings, 
and clad as if in a dream. Her robe of Indian 
damask was especially woven for her, her man- 
tle of Venetian brocade is covered with jewels, 
and her girdle is fastened with a monster's 
head. These garments that enveloo the Prin- 
cess Idealize her. so that one does not know 
which one Is admiring, Sarah or the draperies.

AROUND THE CORRIDORS. 

•Tve got a kick coming, and I intend to 
kick," said Colonel K. B. Brown, as he sat in 
the corridor of the What Cheer House, with his 
heels higher than his head. "I want to protest 
against a nuisance, I might almost say an out- 
rage, to which hundreds of re.-taurant patrons 
are every day subjected. I refer to the pr»«lce 
in vogue among restaurant waiters of giving, 
unasked, a joint check to one of two or more 
persons sitting at the same table. 

"For instance, a customer enters, takes a seat 
at one of the tables and gives his order. Pres- 
ently another person enters, takes a seat at tne 
same table, and gives his order. The two per- 
sons, we will suppose, sre slightly acquainted; 
recognize each other, and during the meal en- 
gage in conversation. When the meal is fin- 
ished the waiter comes forward, and having 
nottced the exchange of words, looks directly 
at one or the other, and with unwarranted pre- 
sumption, asks, 'One check?' 

"If the person addressed has the weakness 
which is born of politeness of a gentleman— a 
quality which that particular waiter lacks— he 
will in all probability say 'Yes,' take the 
check and pay the bill, although having no 
such intention when he sat down. If the cus- 
tomer is unprepared or does not feel like pay- 
ing for both, It is humiliating and awkward to 
call for separate checks In answer to the wait- 
er'squestion. If either customer desires to pay 
for both it is an easy matter to inform the 
waiter of that fact by asking for one check or 
by taking both cheeks to the cashier's desk. 

"This criticism applies also where friends 
enter the restaurant together, and likewise 
parties composed of ladies and their several 
escorts. Instances are, no doubt, numerous 
where, in the latter case, gentlemen have been 
placed In very embarrassing situations by 
being presented with 'one check' for the entire 
party by an unauthorized and presumptuous 
waiter. 

"As a frequent patron of restaurants, one 
who sometimes either by accident or purposely 
sits at the same table with a casual friend or 
street acquaintance, though the Intimacy may 
not be such that I want to pay his board or 
have him pay mine, I emphatically protest 
against this pernicious custom. I protest 
against it whether the custom prevail to en- 
courage tne waiter's laziness, to display his 
ignorance, to gratify his pleasure at seeing 
others embarrassed or, it may be, to satisfy the 
economic scruples of the restaurant proprietors 
by saving the waiters' time and also the paper 
upon which the checks are printed. 

"In the interest of patrons, and incidentally 
In the interests of the proprietors themselves, I 
should strongly advise restaurant proprietors 
to instruct their waiters to give a separate 
check to each customer, making an exception 
only where ladies enter in company with male 
escorts or where an unsolicited request is made 
for a joint cneck; and immediate dismissal 
from service should be made the penalty for an 
infraction of this rule. I speak earnestly on 
this subject, by George! for I have been a re- 
cent sufferer, and it will be a long time before 
my next pension day will come round." 

Judge Seymour Thompson of St. Louis clev- 
erly captured a burglar who had entered his 
room at the Russ last night. The fellow had 
not noticed that the Judge was lying on a 
lounge in the corner dozing, end proceeded to 
ransack the wardrobe. When the Judge woke 
he saw the man's back and asked what he was 
doing, but the burglar, without waiting to 
explain, bolted out of the door.

The property is owned by Gustav Sutro, 
and for the ten years for which the ball 
has been operated for Uncle Sam it has 
been going up and down at Mr. Sutro's 
expense. Now, the proprietor of the hill 
wants to know why Cncle Sam cannot pay 
for the location of the ball, and so he 
asked the branch hydrographer's office 
some time ago. 

The result of the query was a corre- 
spondence between Lieutenant Fechteler 
and the department in Washington, but 
very little satisfaction was derived from 
Captain Bigsbee. the hydrographer. That 
gentleman said the department was not in 
a position to pay rent and called attention 
to the fact that rent was not paid in any 
other city in the Union. In Savannah, 
Georgia, he said, the cotton exchanges 
gave the department all the necessary con- 
veniences. In Chicago the Masonic Tem- 
ple has erected a ball at its own expense at 
a cost of $1400 and in Cleveland the cit7 
put up a ball aiso at an expense of from 
$400 to $-500. 

Captain Bigsbee also called attention to 
the fact that the ball was not established 
for the benefit of the Government, but for 
ttat of the community, and hinted that if 
any rent was to be paid, the beneficiary 
might find it consistent to foot the bills. 

Mr. Sutro fails to see where he is bene- 
fited, and thinks that he should be as- 
sisted in paying taxes and other incidental 
expenses for maintainins the house on 
Telegraph Hill. He argues that in view 
of having supplied the Government with 
a station for the past ten years, tb.9 
Government should now pay him a rental 
of $30 a month, and vesterday be gave no- 
tice to Lieutenant Techteler that if the 
rent were not forthcoming in thirty days, 
the ball would have to slide up and down 
some other poll than that on Telegraph 
Hill. Unless the city comes to the assist- 
ance of the United "States, the ball will 
have to come down, for no appropriation* 
has been made for such an emergency u*« 
paying rent. The ball is mostly benenciah: 
to "ship captains in port for rating their 
chronometers.

The cutter Perry is a schooner-rigged 
steamer of 2S2 Ioub gross, with a length of 
165 feet, beam 25 feet, a draught of 11 feet 2 
inehes and was built in 1884. She carries 
fonr rapid-fire rifle guns and her comple- 
ment is nine officers and forty-two men. 
The officers are : Captain, H. 'D. Smith; 
lieutenants— IV. 0. Roes, Howard Emery, 
C. S. Craig and E. V.Johnson; chief en- 
gineer, George C. de Reamer; second as- 
sistant, Henry Butler; third assistant, G. 
M. de Reamer; surgeon, A. T. Mitchell. 

She will go to Mare Island and prepare 
for her trip to the north, where she will 
join the cutter Grant for the Bering Sea 
patrol. 

The 16-oared barge belonging to the 
Navy Department and used by the Naval 
Reserve of this city, has been overhauled 
and painted by Company D, Captain Turn- 
er, who will man her with his crew Satur- 
day night for a cruise with the Corinthian 
Yacht Club over the stormy main off Sau- 
salito next Sunday.

HENRY HT SCOTT OEAO, 



Was Prominent in Political 
Circles in This City and 
Nevada. 



After a Very Brief Illness He Suc- 
cumbed to the Ravages 
of Pneumonia. 



Henry H. Soott died about 11 o'clock 
yesterday after a brief illness at his resi- 
dence, 3212 Washington street. He was 
taken ill on the loth inst. with what his 
family supposed was la grippe, but Dr. 
Robinson, the family physician, being 
called pronounced his malady to be pneu- 
monia, and as this makes the sixth time 
Mr. Scott had contracted this dread disease 
his life was despaired of from the first. 

Deceased was a man of middle age and a 
native of Virginia, and is related by both 
birth and marriage to many of the most 
prominent Southern families. In 1851 he 
came to California. From this State he 
moved to Nevada, wh ere he immediately 
became prominent in politics, being

elected Cbuntv Clerk of Klko County in 
1800, which office he hold until 1870, when 
he was elected Sheriff, holding that office 
until 1874. 

Mr. Scott then came to this city, and 
was connected with one of the largest 
stockbroker's firms in this city, being in 
that business throughout the most stirring 
times of the Comstock boom. He next 
went into the coal business, being con- 
nected with the firm of Scott & Green- 
berg. 

Severing his connection with that firm 
he went into the coal business for himself, 
establishing a place of business at 421 Cali- 
fornia street. Mr. Scott was appointed 
under President Cleveland's first adminis- 
tration as Deputy Revenue Collector under 
John 8. Hagun, where he made himself 
I prominent in unearthing the spurious Chi- 
] nese certificates and in causing the arrest 
of opium smugglers, many of which were 
indicted by the Grand Jury and sonvicted 
of their crimes, and in many ways made 
terror to all evil-doers against the Federal 
Government. 

Six years ago he was appointed elisor by 
Judge Wallace, and appointed the Grand 
Jury which indicted Chris Buckley. The 
Democratic party was then reorganized 
and Buckley was never reinstated to power. 

While Mr. Scott was a Democrat in na- 
tional politics he was independent in mu- 
nicipal politics, doing much to aid the 
cause of good government. 

He leaves a family of seven children, 
who are now called upon to bear the great- 
est loss of their lives, and none will be 
more sincerely mourned by many hun- 
dreds than Henry H. Scott. 



that the city of Pan Francisco wonld al- 
ways maintain its credit, and who now 
find thi-niM-lves knocking in vain at the 
city treasury for the satisfaction of claims 
long since overdue. 

At the committee meetings of the board 
any proposition involving the expenditure 
of money entails a long discussion as to 
I the condition of citv finances. 

Downtown the merchants have ceased to 
think of the condition of funds, but arc 
pondering on the question whether they 
ever w ill be paid for the goods, wares and 
merchandise they have supplied the city. 

Not long since a contractor for supplies 
for the prisons refused to furniBhany more 
goods for the reason that his demands on 
the treasury were not available. The con- 
tractor for the burial of the dead refused 
to make interments while the matter of 
payment for his labor was involved in 
doubt. 

Suggestions of municipal impecuniosity 
are continually obtruding themselves and 
the whole world may know to-day through 
the columns of the daily press that San 
Francisco is hard pushed for money to 
meet current expenses. The city has done 
many things that would if done by an in- 
dividual justify his creditors in an applica- 
tion that he be declared an involuntary in- 
solvent. 

For several years past there has been a 
deficit in the funds set apart for current 
expenses. Last year there were floating 
claims against the city amounting to about 
&JOu,UO0; this year there will be a deficit of 
alike amount. Next year the deficit will 
in all probability be still larger. Notwith- 
standing the shortage in funds there are 
many important works that should now 
be prosecuted that are not even given con- 
sideration, for the reason that it appears 
that the Supervisors arc powerless to move 
under the supposed restrictions and limita- 
tions that have been placed on the use of 
public money by the laws of this State. 

It is this condition of affairs that has led 
to the serious consideration of the subject 
of finances. The merchants who are wait- 
ing for the money the city owes them 
think there is a remedy for the financial 
trouble and they are anxious that it be ap- 
plied. They contend that the Supervisors 
are vested with full power and authority to 
pledge the citv'a credit and that, having 
pledged its credit, they are vested with full 
power and authority to make good all its 
obligations. They arc satisfied to accept 
audited demands against the city treasury 
for the various amounts due them, but 
even that degree of satisfaction is denied 
them. The official acts necessary of per- 
formance before their demands can be pre- 
sented to the treasury are estopped by 
some provision of the laws applicable to 
county governments. There is a partial 
remedy for the stringency which is certain 
to recur next year in the law governing 
the creation of a bonded indebtedness by 
cities, towns or municipal corporations. 

It was provided by an act of the Legisla- 
ture of March 19, 18SD, that whenever the 
legislative branch of nny city, town or 
municipal corporation shall, by ordinance 
passed by a vote of two-thirds of all its 
members and approved by the executive of 
said city, town or municipal corporation, 
determine that the public interest or neces- 
sity demands the acquisition, construction 
or completion of any municipal buildings, 
bridges, water works, water rights, sewers 
or other municipal improvements, the cost 
of which will be too great to be paid out of 
the ordinary annual income and revenue 
of the municipality, they may bv ordi- 
nance passed by a vote of two-third's of all 
its members and also approved by the ex- 
ecutive, call a special election and submit 
to the qualified voters of said city the 
proposition of incurring a debt for the pur- 
pose set forth in the ordinance. 

The limit of indebtedness fixed by the 
act of March 19, 1889, wa8 5 per cent of the 
assessed value of all the real estate and 
personal property of such city, town or 
municipal corporation ; but by an amend- 
ment of this act, approved March 11, 1891, 
the limit was raised to 15 per cent of the 
assessed value of all the taxable real and 
personal property of such town or munici- 
pal corporation. 

The act provides that all municipal 
bonds for public improvements issued 
under the provisions of the act shall be 
of a character of bonds known as serials, 
and shall be payable in the manner fol- 
lowing: One-twentieth part of the whole 
amount shall be paid each and every year, 
together with the interest on all sums un- 
paid at such date. No bonds shall be of a 
less denomination than flOO nor of a 
greater denomination than flOOO. The 
bonds must be sold at not less than their 
face value, and the proceeds of the sale 
shall be placed in the municipal treasury 
to the credit of the proper improvement 
fudd, and must be applied exclusively to 
the purposes and objects mentioned in the 
ordinance until such objects are fully ac- 



complished, after which if any surplus re- 
mains such surplus shall be transferred to 
the general fund of such municipality. 
The legislative branch of said city, town 
or municipal corporation shall, at the time 
of fixing the general tax levy, levy and 
collect annually each year for the term of 
twenty years a tax sufficient to pay the 
annual interest on such bonds and also 
one-twentieth part of the aggregate 
amount of such indebtedness so incurred. 

In this provision for the creation of a 
bonded indebtedness is a partial remedy 
for the financial troubles of the city, but 
it does not go to the root of the evil, nor 
is it believed to be the proper remedy to be 
applied. The supposed restrictions on the 
creation of any indebtedness by any of the 
counties of the State and the supposed 
limitations on the Supervisors in the mat- 
ter of pledging the credit of the city do 
not and never were intended to apply to 
the creation of indebtedness for necessaries 
or the pledging of the credit of the city for 
necessaries actually supplied. 

The restrictions were intended to apply 
and do apply only to created as opposed 
to natural, incidental current expenses of 
operation of the city government. The 
Supervisors are vested with power to do 
any act that may be necessary to carry on 
the functions of government, notwith- 
standing any attempted limitations. 

Many novel legal questions have been 
raised by the financial troubles of the city, 
but undoubtedly they all would have been 
answered by a resort to the consideration 
of the basic principles of the law of con- 
tracts and the laws governing municipal 
corporations generally. But the trouble 
has been that each attorney has confined 
his attention to the investigation of the 
case of his individual client and his energy- 
entire has been devoted to the satisfaction 
of whatever claim he may have had for 
collection. 

It has been shown by officials that all 
persons doing business with the city are 
charged with a knowledge of the condition 
of the city finances. All officials of the 
countv are likewise charged with such no- 
tice, that is to say, notice of the condition 
of the county treasury and the extent of 
the claims against the same. All Super- 
visors, and any other officer authorizing or 
aiding to authorize or auditing or allowing 
any claim or demand upon or against the 
treasury or any of its funds, are liable in 
person and oh their several officials bonds 
to the person or persons damaged by such 
illegal authorization to the extent of his 
loss by reason of the non-payment of his 
or their claims. 

The only way out of their responsibility 
for the Supervisors, the only means of 
escape for the present incumbents, their 
predecessors for two terms, and the bonds- 
men of all the officials who have been in 
any way connected with the disbursement 
of public money for six years past, is in a 
resort to the defense provided in the gen- 
eral, permanent powers of Boards of Super- 
visors, in which it is provided that a Board 
of Supervisors may do and perform any 
acts (besides its prescribed duties) deemed 
necessary in carrying out their duties as 
the chief executives of the municipality. 
An admission that they get no power or 
authority under this section of the law 
will subject them, in the opinion of com- 
petent attorney, to litigation to no end in- 
stituted by the dissatisfied creditors of the 
city. 

However, the entire question is yet a 
debatable one. Some of the points bearing 
on the issue are established with a degree 
of clearness; some are very much involved. 
The consideration of the subject is timelv. 
The situation is going from bad to worse 
every year, and eventually all the misfit 
legislation will be annulled or repealed if 
the Supervisors in the mean time do not 
see fit to exercise the powers vested in 
them and clear up the situation themselves 
in the light of reason and applied business 
principles bearing on such exigent circum- 
stances as are presented to-day in the con- 
dition of municipal finances.

The force at present consists of 475 men 
of all ranks, which is 125 below the num- 
ber authorized by an act approved on Feb- 
ruary 24, 1891. Section 1 of the act reads 
as follows: 

The Board of Supervisors, Board of Trustees 
or Common Council of a city, or city aud 
county, or town of this State of the first, sec- 
ond or fourth classes are hereby authorized 
and empowered to Increase the police force of 
their respective cities, aud cities and counties, 
or towns, from time to time as may be deemed 
necessary by said Common Council, Board of 
Trustees or Board of Supervisors; provided 
that the police force in any city or city and 
•county shall not exceed in the aggregate at 
any time one member for every 500 Inhabit- 
ants of such city or city and county; provided 
further that in cities of the third class the 
police force shall not exceed in the aggregate 
M any time one member for every 1000 inhab- 
itants of said cities, according to the latest cen- 
sus of the United States: said additional police 
force to be appointed by the Board of Police 
Commissioners or other board or authority 
now by law empowered to appoint police of- 
ficers in their respective cities, or cities and 
counties and towns. 

The population of this city, according to 
the last census, was in the neighborhood of 
300,000. This, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act, would entitle the city to 
a police force of BOO men. 

A bill was introduced in the last Legis- 
lature by Assemblyman Devine, providing 
for the appointment of not less than fifty 
or more than 100 additional policemen in 
this city, and it was passed. The bill was 
unnecessary, as the act of 1891 covers the 
ground. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Chief Crowley said : "At the time the act 
of 1891 was passed, we were entitled to 
have 195 additional men. Since then 
seventy have been appointed at different 
times, leaving us still 125 short of the num- 
ber allowed by the act. 

"It was the intention then to Increase 
the force to the full limit, but for the sake 
of economy I did not insist upon it. Now 
it has become an urercnt necessity, the 
more so as the population is steadily in- 
creasing. 

"In regard to population and area, we 
have the smallest police force of anv city 
in the United States. We have a larger 
area than New York by a quarter of a mile 
and there they have a police force of 4000 
men. In Chicago there were until recently 
3600 men, but howl believe the force has 
been reduced to 3300. In Brooklyn there 
are 2000 men. Of course the population in 
these cities is much greater than here, but 
in proportion we have considerably less 
men than any of them. 

"I believe San Francisco is rated as the 
fourth commercial city in the United 
States. It is, without doubt, the most 
cosmopolitan. Therefore it is most de- 
sirable that we should have all the men 
the law allows us. We are equipped for 
inside work for a force of 700 men. That 
is work that must be done owing to the 
large business doue by the small force at 
my disposal. 

"Our force may be called protective and 
detective. I am often obliged to put patrol 
men on special duty and that reduces the 
number of men for street duty. Within 
the past two or three months these men on 
special duty have broken up several gangs 
of petty thieves and daylight burglars. 
Thev have done very effective work. 

"Tcould put 120 or 122 out of the 125 ad- 
ditional men on street duty at once. Then 
there would require to be two more ser- 
geants and the property clerk urgently 
needs another man in his office. 

•'It must not be forgotten that there are 
three watches daily, so that the increase 
would only mean forty additional men on 
duty during each watch. That should not 
be overlooked. 

"Grand Juries have been recommending 
the increase in the force all the time and 
I understand the present Grand Jury will 
make a similar recommendation. 

"The hill passed by the last Assembly 
was unnecessary. I pointed that out at 
the time and urged its withdrawal."

A Former Hasband Changes the Aspect 
of a Divorce Sait. 

Annie Scholtz has been trying for soma 
time to secure a divorce from Conrad A. E. 
Scholtz on the ground of failure to provide 
and extreme cruelty. Conrad has bitterly 
resisted her attempt and brought a cross- 
complaint, charging various offenses on 
the part of his wife, to support his conten- 
tion that she shall not obtain the decree. 

Yesterday there was a change in the as- 
pect of affairs, for Mrs. Scholtz' attorney 
announced that his client had just learned 
that a former husband was alive, and that 
now she agreed to unite with her second 
husband — or, rather, the defendant — in 
asking for an annulment of the second 
marriage.

The most important organization en- 
gaged in matters pertaining to San Fran- 
cisco's welfare at tlie present moment is 
the Grand Jury. This body is composed 
of nineteen citizens, who were chosen upon 
the proposition that they represeut the in- 
telligence and worth of the community. A 
brief review of the personnel of this organ- 
ization will therefore be a matter of inter- 
est to readers of the Call. 

From public records and trustworthy 
sources of information, statistics touching 
this subject have been gathered. The re- 
sult is herewith presented to the public. 

W. H. GAGAN. 

W. H. Gagan, the foreman of the Grand 
Jury, is one of the youngest members of 
the body, but he was selected as the head 
on account of his general knowledge of the 
duties of his position. The older members 
on account of the ability he has shown are 
well pleased with Judge Hebbard's selec- 
tion. Mr. Gagan was born in Massa- 
chusetts in December, 1862, bat came to 
California about 1870. He began life as a 
clerk in a wholesale drugstore and studied 
the business foe a number of years. He 
then iraveied through the Eastern States as

he came to this city, and, still remaining a 
partner with Mr. Block, became manager 
of the wholesale trunk and valise store at 
127 >aiisome street. Mr. Mandel is a mar- 
ried man.

WILLIAM^ SINON. 

William Sinon is a retired builder and 
contractor. He is a native of Cork, Ire- 
land, 59 years of age. He came to America 
in 1843. After being in Canada a few 
years he came to the United States. He 
returned to Canada, but in 1889 he came to 
San Francisco and has remained in this 
city ever since. He engaged in the build- 
ing business and found it very profitable. 
He has put up hundreds of houses, some 
of them for millionaires. Mr. Sinon built 
the house in which he resides, at 2015 Hyde 
street, thirtv vears ago and has occupied it 
since then." "He pinned his faith to the 
northern hills of the city and as fast as he 
made monev he purchased lots in the 
neighborhood of Union, Hyde, Leaven- 
worth and Filbert, I.arkin and Green streets 
and the vicinity. As fast as he could he 
built houses upon the lots and is now en- 
joying a good rental and still improving 
his lots which have no houses on them. 
The majority of the buildings owned by 
Mr. Sinon are comfortable homes. 

William Sinon was one of the incorpora- 
tors of the Clay-street Railroad Company, 
the first cable road in the world. The six 
other incorporators were Henry L. Davis, 
Joseph Britton, A. S. Halladie, Richard 
Tobin. Robert Sherwood and Fred Hamil- 
ton. The three last-named men are dead, 
but the first three arc still alive, anil, 
peculiarly enough, the first two of the 
three named are members of the present 
Grand Jury. Mr. Sinon built the engine- 
house for the Clay-street cable road and 
put in the first machinery at tlie corner of 
Clay and Kearny streets. Mr. Sinon is 
president of the Commonwealth Building 
and I.oan Association, but occupies no 
other office. He is a widower and has two

a salesman for his uncle. When h* returned 
to San Francisco in 1883 he entered into 
the newspaper business and for nearly ten 
vears was a reporter. Most of his work was 
in the Superior courts and in connection 
with the Police Department, aud this 
was where he eot the experience that so 
well fitted bira for the position of foreman 
of the Grand Jury. Three years ago Mr. 
Gagan gave up the newspaper business and 
opened a drugstore at the corner of Cali- 
fornia and Hyde streets under the firm 
name of W. H. Gagan tfc Co. 

Mr. Gagan is secretary of the Home In- 
vestment Building and" Loan Association. 
He is a married man. He is not an owner 
of real estate, but pays 75 cents taxes on 
$50 worth of furniture and $10 19 taxes on 
$650 worth of stock and fixtures in his 
drugstore. 

SAMUEL J. HENDY. 

Samuel J. Hendy, president and man- 
ager of the Joshua Hendy Machine Works, 1 
is a native of South Carolina. 40 years of | 
age. He came to San Francisco in 1871, I 
having completed his education in tne 
South. He began as an apprentice under 
bis uncle, Joshua Hendy, when the latter

Mr. Wainwright struggled 
hard to build up a large business, and 
recently succeeded in combining the busi- 
ness of his old lirm with the Kenton Coal 
Company.

JOSEPH BRITTON. 

Joseph Britton has been known to al- 
most all prominent San Franciscans. His 
life for the last forty-live years has been 
spent in this city. He is English by birth 
and is 70 years of age. He arrived in New 
New York when 10 years of age and came 
to San Francisco in 1S49. Like all the 
pioneers he first went to the mines, but as 
he did not realize his expectations he 
turned to his trade, that of a lithographer. 

In 1853 he started the lithographing 
house of Britton it Key, which has existed 
until the present day. Mr. Britton was 
one of the four men who revolutionized the 
streetcar business of the world. With 
Hallidie, Davis and Moffatt he was con- 
nected with the building of the Clay-street 
cable road, the first of its kind in the world. 

Joseph Britton was an earnest sympa- 
thizer of the Vigilance Committee, though 
not a member of that body. He was a 
prominent member of the political organ- 
ization known as the People's party, which

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was the outcome of the Vigilance Commit- 
tee. As a candidate of that party he was 
elected Supervisor, and at the time of the 
Civil War introduced the resolution pledg- 
ing tiie city of San Francisco to the Union 
and did all in his power to hold it us a 
loval State. 

Mr. Britton owns considerable property 
in this City and some tracts in neighboring 
counties and across the bay. He owns 
stock in the large printing establishment 
of Palmer it Key. Mr. Rritton has been a 
prominent man in recent political matters 
and has gained considerable fame as a 
member of the Xon-Partisan party in local 
politics. According to the assessment roll 
Sir.

Henry J. Crocker is one of the promi- 
nent Native Sons now in this city, and 
though a very wealthy man he has often de- 
clared himself as a Californian who will be 
a Californian to the last.

Mr. Crocker was born in Sacramento in 
1861. He attended the public schools of

In 1880 Mr. Crocker went to Europe and 
spent fourteen months abroad. He then 
returned and remained with Sisson, 
Crocker <t Co. until 1884. In 1885 he got an 
interest in the firm of H. S. Crocker & Co., 
wholesale stationers and printers, on Bush 
street, and on the incorporation of that 
firm three years ago he was elected vice- 
president, which position he has held since. 
During the last few years he made two 
more trips to Europe. 

To Mr. Crocker may be given the credit 
of saving the Olympic Club from ruin. 
His ability as a financial manager was 
made best known when he was elected 
president of the Olympic Club in 1891, 
when it was in great distress. By his able 
management the club was put on a solid 
footing. 

His ability in this lino wasalso mani- 
fested at the recent horse show. Every 
one predicted a heavy financial loss, but 
he, almost unaided, so conducted the affairs 
of the show that it proved a big success 
financially and in every other way. 

Mr. Crocker has taken an important part 
in many large enterprises. He has given 
considerable assistance to the Nicaragua 
canal project and favors the advancement 
of the San Francisco aud San Joaquin 
Valley railroad. 

Mr. Crocker is prominently connected 
with manv business enterprises and social 
orders. He is president of the Central 
Oaslight Company, a director of the South 
San Francisco stockyards, a director of the 
Art Association, is a Mason, a Knight 
Templar, a Native Son, an honorary mem- 
ber of California Garrison No. 1, Army and 
Navy Union, and a member of all the lead- 
ing social clubs. 

Mr. Crocker was married to Miss Ives, a 



devisee of Charles McLaughlin. Mr. and 
Mrs. Crocker have one of the handsomest 
and most modern homes in the city. 

Mr. Crocker's country place is near 
Cloverdale. There he has 700 acres of land 
laid out in fruit trees and vines. It is one 
of the finest hunting and fishing resorts in 
the State. A large winery is on the place. 
Mrs. Crocker is interested in 300.000 acres 
of land in this State. The taxes Mr. 
Crocker pays in this city are confined to 
$15,000 worth of personal property, on 
which he pays $235 05. 



EDWIN DANFORTH. 

Edwin Danforth is one of the public- 
spirited citizens of San Francisco. He was 
born in Boston in 1829. After receiving his 
education he went to Andover, Mass., at 
the age of 16 years, as a clerk in a general 
merchandise store. Mr. Danforth came to 
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California in 1859, and immediately en- 
gaged in the general merchandise business 
in Benicia. In 1870 he came to San Fran- 
cisco, and just a quarter of a century ago 
he opened a warehouse at the corner of 
Battery street and Broadway, where he has 
been located ever since. The firm was at 
first Scott & Danforth, but Mr. Scott died 
in 1873. 

He is also a partner in the firm of C. H. 
Oilman it Co., which conducts the Atlantic 
free and bonded warehouses and the 
Front-street free warehouse. The Broad- 
way bonded warehouse is conducted by 
Mr. Danforth alone. On September 15 
next Mr. Danforth will have been in active 
business for fifty consecutive years. 

Mr. Danforth has been prominent in 
Kepublican politics for many years. In 
1878 he was elected Supervisor by a large 
vote, but has always declined further of- 
fices. E. P. Danforth, his son, was Naval 
Officer under President Harrison's admin- 
istration. Mr. Danforth is a Mason and a 
member of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen, being a past grand master of 
the latter order.

Mr. Newman has been strictly a business 
man, with few connections outside of his 
stores.

He came from 
his native country to San Francisco in 1868 
and immediately entered into the tea and 
coffee business. Since 1877 be has been 
engaged, with his brothers, in a large 
wholesale trade. 

Mr. McCarthy laid the foundation to a 
comfortable fortune by making some prof- 
itable investments in coffees, having made 
trips to Central America to earn - on some 
big deals when ci ffee was low and he fore- 
saw a rapid rise in prices.

The Millionaire's Behavior When 
He Realized That H» 
Was Rich. 



Fair was intensely practical. During his 
trip around the world in 18S0, when cross- 
ing India, he found time to pay a flying 
visit to the city of Luckuow, made memor- 
able by the Sepoy rebellion in 1857. An 
English officer in command of the garri- 
son, a survivor of the siege, while narrat- 
ing the circumstances of the heroic defense 
of the position, mentioned the fact that a 
large number of officers and men had lost 
their lives while volunteering to procure 
water for their fever-stricken companions 
from a well just outside the fort. Fair 
expressed surprise, and showed how easy 



for once the offense might be condoned. 
The inspection ended, before taking leave, 
Fair asked permission to make a sugges- 
tion, and then proceeded to show how the 
sanitary condition of the dormitories could 
be greatly improved by a system of venti- 
lation completely isolating the disagree- 
able odors of the kitchen from the rest of 
the establishment. 

Schotield saw the sensibleness of the 
suggestion, thanked his visitor, and said 
the matter would receive prompt atten- 
tion. 

Fair's fertile brain devised many of the 
most important improvements in working 
the Comstock mines. If I mistake not, he 
wa9 the originator of the syphon system of 
ventilating the mines, a large stream of 
cold water poured down one shaft produc- 
ing a constant down-cast current which 
forced the foul air up through the next 
shaft. 

When he decided to comply with the re- 
quest of his friends to become the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the United States Sen- 
ate from Nevada, he set himself resolutely 
at work to make the canvass, and there 
was no let up in the campaign until the 
dav of election. If any remote precinct 
lacked sufficient votes to elect a Democrat 
to the Legislature it was straightway colo- 
nized. 

The campaign closed in Virginia and 
Gold Hill a few evenings before election 
with a magnificent torchlight procession, 
the like of which was never seen before or 
since on the Pacific Coast. 

The managers of the affair were allowed 
carte blanche as to expense. Six thousand 
Comstock miners were in line, Democrats 
and Republicans marching side by side 
(by invitation) together with delegations 
from Silver City, Dayton, Carson and 



dulge in numberless pranks which made 
him a frequent subject for parental disci- 
pline, aua when, on one occasion, by the 
exercise of a little diplomacy, I had saved 
him from a severe thrashing which his 
father had in store for him, he expressed 
the deepest gratitude.

Tessie, then 10 years of age, was very 
conscientious in the performance of her 
school tasks, and but little inclined to 
romp and frolic. In many respects she 
resembled her mother. Little Birdie, too 
voting for the schoolroom, was uncon- 
sciously imbibing German from constant 
association with her governess. 

Fair was very much attached to his fam- 
ily. When his wile was away from home, 
even for a short period, he missed her 
greatly and used to wander about the 
house at night aimlessly, not being able to 
content himself anywhere. He idolized 
his children and spared neither pains nor 
expense in their education.

Mrs. Fair, even in the days of their great- 
est prosperity, strove to inculcate in the 
minds of her children habits of economy. 
She preferred to devote her time to the 
welfare of her family and the management 
of her household affairs rather than waste 
it in the frivolities of fashionable life, vet 
she cheerfully gave up a couple of hours 
every morning to listening to tales of dis- 
tress related by a crowd of people 
who flocked around her door soliciting 
ing assistance. For many of the idle men 
she secured employment in the mines 
throueh her husband. Her deeds of unos- 
tentatious charity were numberless. All 
old Virginians have the kindliest remem- 
brance of the late Mrs. James G. Fair. 
Enemies, deservedly, she had none. 

The family were not wanting in hospi- 
tality. Fair" gave up his whole house to 
the Grants during their sojourn on the 
Comstock, and, together with MacKay, did 
everything in his power for the entertain- 
ment of the distinguished visitors. 

Generals Sherman, Sheridan, Fremont 
and ex-President Hayes in turn found shel- 
ter and entertainment under the same hos- 
pitable roof. Time has wrought many 
changes since those memorable gala davs. 
All of those famous personages whose ar- 
rival on the Comstock were greeted with 
joyous acclamations, together with their 
Mount Davidson host and hostess, are now 
sleeping their last sleep unmindful of sun- 
shine or storm.

smith, at the Belcher, I remember, made 
the first pair of cages for the mine, which 
a few months later began pouring forth 
•ilver and gold at the rate of a million and 
a half dollars per month. 

The California, Hale & Norcross, Chollar, 
Crown Point, Belcher and Kentuck and a 
score of other mines swelled the grand ag- 
gregate to enormous proportions.

James G. Fair Jr. at 18 was as handsome 
a specimen of physical development as one 
would care to see. and ho was more than 
an average mentally. Although his school 
training was not begun at an early period, 
he was then able to cope successfully with 
higher algebra, geometry and the natural 
sciences, and had made a commencement 
in Latin and Greek. He did not possess 
the commercial instinct and would never 
have become a millionaire by his own ex- 
ertions. He reasoned with himself that a 
monev distributor was a more useful indi- 
vidual in a community than a money 
hoarder, and, accordingly, whenever he 
had coin he did not hesitate to give it an 
airing. 

One afternoon I noticed him hard at 
work with a crowbar prying up a wooden 
sidewalk on B street. When asked what 
was the matter he replied that he was try- 
ing, for once, to earn money by manual 
labor, that ne was a after a five-dollar piece 
he had lost months before. 

Young James was full of animal spirits, 
fond of outdoor life, a lover of horses, and 
was a great favorite with the men employed 
in Curley Bill's livery establishment from 
Ihe time he could walk alone.

THE STREET COMMITTEE, 



It Hears the Complaints of 
Some Big and Little 
Railroads, 



AND ADJUSTS SOME OF THEM. 



The Local Franchise of the Valley 
Railroad Under Dis- 
cussion. 



Railroads and street railways occupied 
the time of members of the Street Com- 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors in their 
all-day session yesterday. Chairman 
Spreckels was in his place at the iiead of 
the table during the entire day. Messrs. 
Hughes, Benjamin, Morgenstern and Dan- 
ker were also present. 

E. F. Preston, attorney for the San 
Francisco and San Joaquin Valley P.ail- 
road, and Engineer Storey of the road 
were before the committee, presenting a 
petition for a francnise to pass with the 
road through the following streets and 
property in the south of town to China 
basin : 

Beginning on the northeast side of Fourth 
street, opposite the junction of Fourth and Il- 
linois streets, to the southwest side of First 
avenue South (tormerly Honduras street) P 
street South (formerly St. John street) from the 
southwest side of First avenue to the north line 
of Twelfth avenue South; thence in a general 
southerly direction across Twelfth avenue 
South, Thirteenth, Fourteenth South, under 
Fifteenth avenue South; N street, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth and F:ighteenth avenues South ; 
Parmassus avenue, Latonia street and Thornton 
avenue to Railroad avenue, opposite the center 
line of Twenty-first avenue South; thence in a 
general southerly direction under Thirty-sixth 
avenue South, Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth 
and Thlrty-nititn avenues South, J street to the 
east line of J street South ; thence along Evatt 
street to the county line, "with the right to lay, 
keep and inaintaiu siugle or double tracks of 
standard w idth thereon, and to operate thereon 
a railroad propelled by steam, electricity or 
other motive power, for the transportation of 
freight and passengers for the term of fifty 
years from date hereof." 

Mr. Benjamin wanted to know if this 
franchise might not be utilized for a street 
railway. Mr. Preston explained that it 
would be impossible as the conditions of 
the charter required the naming of a ter- 
minus of the road and also that it be built 
under these conditions or the charter 
would be forfeited. 

The representatives of the road desired 
to know if it would be necessary in this 
instance to call for bids for the franchise as 
required by the act of March 23k 1893. 
After some discussion it was decided to 
report in favor of requesting the opinion of 
the City and County Attorney as to 
whether the board can grant the "franchise 
without complying with the conditions 
imposed by the provisions of this law. 
So this was temporarily disposed of. 

Next came the San Francisco and San Mateo 
Hallway Company with an application for an 
extension of their franchise to cover several 
branches or feeder* connecting with the main 
line, the first and principal one being an ex- 
tension from the junction of Eagle and Falcon 
avenue, running southerly along Falcon 
avenue to View street, along View street to 
View avenue, to Hoffman avenue, to Twenty- 
third street, to Diamond street, thence to 
Twenty-fifth street, to Church street, to Thir- 
tieth street, to connect with the tracks of the 
road. 

Again, commencing at the junction of Guer- 
rero and Twenty-third streets, connecting with 
the tracks of the road, thence alony Twenty- 
third street to Dolores, along Dolores to 
Twenty-fourth, and thence to Church, thence 
along Church to Twenty-fifth. 

Another, commencing and connecting with 
the present tracks of the road at Sunnyside 
and San Jose avenues, thence along Sunnyaide 
avenue to the western terminus thereof, and 
thence through private property, with owners' 
consent, to the conjunction of Corbett and 
Ocean avenues; thence westerly along Ocean 
avenue to Forty-fourth avenue, thence on and 
along Forty-iourth avenue to W street to the 
ocean beach. 

Another, commencing at the* junction of 
Corbett and Ocean avenuea, thence easterly 
on and along Ocean aveuue to San Jose ave- 
nue, and there connect with the tracks of the 
company. 

The application had two formal protests 
filed against it, one by the Eureka Valley 
and Corbett Road Improvement Company, 
represented in person bj Mr. Robinson, 
and another from Donald Bruce, who was 
also present. • 

The railroad was represented by Behrend 
Joost, its president, and other officers and 
interested parties. Both sides had emi- 
nent lawyers, the - protestants H. N. 
Clement, the railroad Michael Mullaney. 
A number of speeches were made on both 
sides, Mr. Mullaney declaring that Behrend 
Joost deserved greater consideration than 
any street-railroad man in the city for 
having been the linst to introduce the 
electric motor here, that he gave more 
riding for a nickel than any other com- 
pany and that bis application for an ex- 
tension was to add to trie usefulness of the 
road, to give even more without increas- 
ing the charge. He denied that the com- 
pany was insolvent and warned those 
who were "trying to harass Behrend 
Joost" that that gentleman would come 
on top financially and they might be glad 
to beg his consideration. 

Mr. Clement declared the road could not 
pay its bills and it would be folly to grant 
them further concessions'. 

The committee took the matter under 
consideration. 

A petition of a number of property-own- 
ers and residents ou Folsom street asking 
that the franchise of the Market-street 
Railway Company on that street be for- 
feited came up for hearing. It was now 
late in the day, and of a small regiment of 
people who had come to speak for it only a 
few were left. They declared that the 
company had already forfeited the fran- 
chise under the law ; that they had stopped 
running cars over the line December 1 on j 
the plea that they wanted to rebuild it. 

They tore up two blocks, making them I 
impassable, and had done nothing since 
except to run a one-horse car over it once a 
day. The petitioners said the street was 
being ruined as a business thoroughfare. 
The committee decided to communicate 
with the Market-street Railway Company , 
and get a statement from it before taking 
action. 

The San Francisco and San Mateo Rail- 
way Company was granted the right— or 
rather the committee decided to recom- 
mend that the right be given— to lay 000 
feet of track on 8unnyside avenue and 
maintain it for ninety days, for the pur- 
pose of experimenting with an under- 
ground conduit system. 

The committee transacted a great quan- 
tity of routine business.

NEW YORK. N. V.. April 25,-There was an 
active speculation on the stock Exchange to-day 
and the trend of prices w as mainly upward, with 
the result that In most instances yesterday's losses 
In the general list were fully recovered and In the 
remaining cases there was a partial rally except In 
the coal shares, which have declined an additional 
fraction. The improved tone of speculation was 
largelv due to the favorable tenor of the March 
statements of earnings of several leading railroads 
received this morning. At the opening under 
heaw selling of the coalers. induo«*d by the re- 
ported abandonment of the peace negotiations, the 
market was weak and a decline runging up to 2 per 
cent was recorded, the latter in Delaware, Hud 
son. and 1 per cent each In Delaware, Lackawana 
and New Jersey Central.

Fire destroyed the handsome two-story 

boatbotne of the University ]?oating Asso- 
ciation, situated on Sessions basin, together 
with .-evenl valuable boats, at an early 
hour yesterday morning. 

When an a. arm was sounded from Ea*t 
Oakland the tire engines at once dashed to 
the scene, but owing to the situation of the

The ioss will be large, as in addition to 
the house a number of costly canoes, a 
small yacht in course of construction and 
two racing barges were destroyed. The 
lOM falls very heavily on i he university 
men, as their new racing barge, which had 
just been finished for the race with the 
Crack crew of the Columbia iSnat Club, was 
burned, and the race, which had been 
looked forward to with much pleasurable 
anticipation, will now have to be post- 
poned or perhaps altogether abandoned. 

Trainer (iarnett, who had his crew in 
fine trim, tVe.s particularly sorrowfo] over 
the affair, a> lie felt confident of winning 
end hoped by a victory to spur Stanford 
Vniv-TMiy on to form a boating organiza- 
tion and challenge the State University 10 
collegiate races. It was with this latter 
object in view that the association was 
formed. 

The rowing section of the Acme Club 
also ioses heavily by the conflagration, as 
u barge borrowed from the Ariel Club of 
San b rancisco wa« keit in ttie house ami 
went as in smoke with the rest of the 
craft.

The building and contents were insured 
for $2200 in the Pllosnix and Home com- 
panies, and the loss will be about twice 
that amount.

The Bureau of Highways Ap- 
peals to the Attorney- 
General. 



INTERPRETATION OF THE LAW, 



A Boulevard From Oakland to San 
Jose One of Tfiolr 
Plans. 



The three men who were appointed by 
Governor Budd to act as a Bureau of High- 
ways have since their appointment become 
anxious to assume theirdutics. As such a 
bureau the Governor appointed Marsdeu 
Manson of this city, who was for years 
chief engineer of the Board of State Har- 
bor Commissioners; R. C. Irvine of Sacra- 
mento and J. L. Maude of San Bernardino. 

Under the act the sum of J31,000 was ap- 
portioned for the expenses of the bureau, 
and provision was made that one-half of 
the same shall be available during the com- 
ing fiscal year, beginning next July, and 
the other half during the next fiscal year. 

The three gentlemen who were ap- 
pointed by the Governor are well-known 
men of energy and ability, and various 
ideas as to the improvement of public 
roads which have occurred to them have 
caused them to become impatient as to the 
delay until July 12, which is implied in 
the act. After several consultations they 
have concluded that the act needs a littie 
interpretation. They think that while the 
appropriation is not available until next 
July, there is no reason why they should 
not be able to begin their duties at once. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Mr. 
Manson said that there was so much pre- 
liminary work to be done that it was ab- 
solutely necessary that no time should be 
lost. 

"This is a new matter in this State," 
said Mr. Manson, "and it is incumbent 
upon us to educate the people up to our 
idea as well as to do the work. Everything 
depends upon the spirit of the people 
along the routes where we may project 
improvements. We want the people with 
us; we want to show them '.he advantages 
of carrying out our plans. In order to do 
this there is no reason why we should 
waste the months of May ami June. We 
want to do the preliminary work now, and 
then follow it up with ttie practical work. 

"In order to do this we have written a 
letter to the Attorney-General asking him 
to give us a broad interpretation of the 
law, so that we can proceed in a legal way 
and systematize our work. 

"There is more work to be performed in 
a conscientious manner than you have any 
idea of, and we cannot begin too soon. We 
must go through the various counties and 
study the geology of each county, the 
water supply, the rock deposits and their 
advantages as to utilization. It was our 
purpose to devote three days to each 
county with this object in view, and then 
we will know just how to proceed anil lay 
out our plans. In addition to this we want 
to talk to property-owners and prominent 
men in the different sections. I do uot see 
why we cannot begin work at once, and I 
do not anticipate an unfavorable reply 
from the Attorney-General." 

When asked as to any definite plans 
which had been formed, Sir. Manson and 
Mr. Irvine both said that no definite ones 
had been arranged for, but one which 
would lie taken up was that for a boule- 
vard from Oakland to San Jose similar in 
style to the one proposed from San Fran- 
cisco to the Garden City. 

"We have selected no route yet, and 
have done nothing other than discuss it, ' 
said Mr. Manson, "but our idea is to have 
a grand boulevard go down the other side 
of the bay, which will meet the one from 
here at San Jose, the two forming a V, and 
then continuing as a main line from there 
south through the valley with possible 
offxhoots. There is a big held for us to go 
over, and much work to do, and the main 
thing is to get started as early as possible. 
That is why we have w ritten to the Attor- 
ney-General and asked for an interpreta- 
tion of the law." 



SAVE THE PAVEMENTS. 



An Ordinance to Compel 
Teamsters to Use Broad- 
tired Wheels. 



Golden Gate Avenue May Soon Be 
Closed to Heavily Laden 
Trucks and Drays. 



The Merchants' Association has met 
with so much success since it was organ- 
ized a year or so ago that its members 
have determined to prosecute their work 
with even more vigor than has been dis- 
played before. The executive committee 
and its civil engineer, Ernest McCullough, 
have been recently considering several 
propositions that will benefit the general 
public. It has been determined that the 
work of keeping the streets clean shall be 
continued, and greater efforts will be made 
to interest a larger number of business 
men so that the burden of excuse will not 
fall so heavily upon those who are now 
contributing liberally toward keeping the 
thoroughfares in good condition. 

In the near future the Supervisors and 
the public will be called upon to consider 
two important improvements. One will 
lie the enactment of an ordinance regu- 
lating tho width of tires upon all vehicles 
used for the transportation of goods and 
freight through the streets of this city. 
Such ordinances have been recently passed 
in Minneapolis, Cleveland and Chicago. 
In those cities wagons and trucks carrying 
less than 2000 pounds and more than'lllOO 
are required to have three-inch tires. 

"We will have to have tires even wider 
than this," said Vice-President Keil yes- 
terday. "In this city the trucks and 
drays are much larger and carry heavier 
loads than in the Eastern cities. "Six and 
seven ton loads are not infrequently seen 
upon our streets on wagons with tires only 
:i ami inches in width. That sucli 
wheels cut the streets all to pieces goes 
without saying, and in consequence it 
costs the taxpayers thousands of dollars 
every year to keep the streets in order. 
This matter was brought up several years 
ago and it met with so much opposition 
ou the part of the teamsters and draymen 
that it had to be abandoned. They op- 
posed the change because of what it would 
cost them to alter tires. Now, the law can 
be so framed that the draymen need not 
make the change at once, but when their 
wheels and tires wear out and are in need 
of repairs. 

~By having wide tires our streets can be 
kept in better order at much less cost than 
at the present time. Besides it will permit 
the laying of more bitumen pavements 
than at the present time, when the mate- 
rial would he cut to pieces with narrow 
tires and heavy loads. In the long run it 
will cost the teamsters themselves less for 
repairs upon their trucks than it does now, 
when breakdowns are frequent and are 
oaused principally by streets cut up by 
narrow tires. 

In the proposed ordinance will be an- 
other important feature. It is that the 
front axle shall be shorter than the hind 
axle. This is to prevent the wheels "track- 
ing," and will cause the distribution of the 
weight of the load over a larger surface of 
the paving. 

The Merchants' Association has deter- 
mined to take up another matter, which 
will, without doubt, receive the indorse- 



ment of all who drive carriages and ride 
bicycles out to Golden Gate Park. It is to 
secure the enactment of an ordinance by 
which all drays, trucks, express-wagons 
and that class of vehicles will be excluded 
from Golden Gate avenue. In cases where 
business men upon the avenue have occa- 
sion to carry loads to their stores, their 
wagons can only travel upon the block in 
which the store is situated. It will be the 
same with expressmen who move house- 
hold goods to or from nouses on the 
avenue. 

"Golden Gate avenue is about the only 
good thoroughfare leading from the center 
of the city direct to Golden Gate Park," re- 
marked Director Ward yesterday. "It is 
the only one that is laid with bitumen. 
Now the pavement is cut to pieces in a 
most shameful manner by heavy trucks 
and wagons loaded with hay, lumber, 
machinery, etc. 

"A man with a light carriage runs the 
risk of a smashup and getting his neck 
broken by the chueklioles made by heavy 
trucks with narrow tires. The wheelmen 
tear their bicycles to pieces and run the 
risk of being run down every time they 
ride on this avenue. Now, for heavy 
trucking there are just as good streets upon 
both sides of Golden Gate avenue and it is 
about time our citizens who own good 
teams and light carriages should be pro- 
tected." 

The Eirst avenue boulevard matter is 
progressing favorably. The Merchants' 
Association, the Richmond District and 
Presidio Heights improvement clubs and 
others living in the vicinity of First avenue 
are interested in having this thoroughfare 
opened as a beautiful boulevard, paved 
with bitumen and lined with shade trees 
on both sides. The steep grade between 
Lake street. and the Presidio will have to 
be changed a little. 

There is a proposition now before the 
Board of Supervisors to sewer the avenue 
at that portion, but upon the request of 
the association action upon the matter was 
postponed for a month until the question of 
changing the grade is settled. A committee 
from the association called upon Mayor 
Sutro and requested that he abandon his 
franchise to run a spur branch of bis elec- 
tric streetcar line upon First avenue, from 
Clement to Washington street. 

The Mayor, upon learning that the de- 
sire is to make a beautiful driveway be- 
tween the Presidio reservation and Golden 
Gate Park, said that the wishes of the 
merchants and the Others interested may 
probably be complied with. He will have 
to consult oth»rs of the electric streetcar 
company before making a promise. The 
committee will next visit the Market-street 
railway officials and ask them to remove 
their old rails on First avenue, from Geary 
street to the Park. These tracks have not 
been used since the extension of the Geary- 
street cable road to Fifth avenue.

The Grand Jury Has Been 
Asked to Investigate the 
Solid Eight. 



The Civic Federation Is Not Satisfied 
With the Supervisors- 
Actions. 



The Civic Federation has turned its at- 
tention to the unsavory record that the 
members of the solid eight in the Board of 
Supervisors are making for themselves. 
The combine's action concerning the 
Church-street franchise is particularly ob- 
noxious. 

The members of the executive board held 
a long secret session last night, and the re- 
sult of their deliberations were crystallized 
in the following resolution. 

To the Grand Jury: 

Whereas, On the 15th day of April, 1893, 
the Board of Supervisors of this city ana 
county bv a vote of eight to four granted to 
the Market-street Railway Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, for the sum of $ti05, a 
franchise to construct, lay down and operate a 
street railway from Sixteenth street, near its 
Intersection with Church street, along Church 
street to Ridley street and thence 
along Ridley to Fillmore street, and 
whereas, the "aid franchise was granted with- 
out the publication of a proper notice and the 
otherlegal requirements of the act of the Legis- 
lature of tills State approved March 23,1893; 
and whereas. In grantingsaid franchise the pro- 
visions of the act were plainly and manifestly 
violated; and whereas, under section '1 of said 
act ali of the members of said Board of Super- 
visors, consisting of the eight who voted in 
favor of the granting of said franchise, have 
violated the provisions of said act, and thereby 
have committed a misdemeanor and are re- 
movable upon conviction thereof from their 
positions. Xow, therefore, be it 

Retnlrul, That the attention of the Grand 
Jury of the city and county of San Francisco be 
called to the foregoing violations of law by said 
members of said board, and said brand Jury be 
and they are hereby requested to take such 
action as m» be deemed appropriate to the 
end that such punishment as is provided by 
said law may be meted out to said members of 
the Hoard of Supervisors who voted for the 
granting of said franchise.

The Southern Pacific Brought 
About the Trouble 
at First. 



OVER AN EXCURSION TICKET. 



Decks Cleared Here for the Fray 
and a Flyer to Be 
Started. 



The Santa Fe Railway officials have 
started out ui*on the warpath, ami this 
time the object of their aggressive cam- 
paign is the Southern Pacific t'onipnny's 
overland passenger business. 

It was a little thing that aroused the 
'Santa Ke men's ire, and though of appa- 
rently trifling moment, in the eyes of rail- 
road men it was a breach of courtesy ex- 
tended by one company to another, and as 
such is sufficient grounds for retaliation. 

■\Vhen the Half-million Club excursion 
was about to leave San Francisco for Los 
Angeles, Mr. Perkins of the Santa Fe pas- 
senger department here, acting under in- 
structions from the general passenger 
agent of his company, went to the South- 
ern Pacific offices and asked for a pass on 
tne excursion train. His purpose was to 
induce members of the party to travel over 
the Southern California Railway as far 
down as San Diego, where the people had 
in contemplation a grand reception to the 
club and its friends. The Santa Fe was 
very desirous that the Half-million Club 
people should see such places as Pasadena, 
Rertondo, the kite-shaped track, etc. But 
it appears the Southern Pacific people were 
of a different mind on that point. 

Anyhow a representative of the Santa 
Fe was denied a pass on the train. He 
was told he could travel with the excursion 
if he bought a ticket, the same as any 
other individual, which proposition was 
not accepted. The result was that there 
was no proper opportunity afforded to in- 
duce the excursionists to extend their 
route into Santa Fe territory. 

The news of the refusal to allow a Santa 
Fe agent transp irtation on the train was 
telegraphed to General Passenger Agent 
.lohn J. Byrne in Los Angeles. A day 
later it reached the ears of General Passen- 
ger Agent T. H. Goodman of the Southern 
Pacific Company, who, on the tirst oppor- 
tunity offered, apologized to Assistant 
Passenger Agent Speares of the Santa Fe, 
saying that if ho had known of the request 
it would not have been refused. 

Still the Santa Fe officials have smarted 
under it, and yesterday one of them stated 
that the company had alreadv begun to 
consider the question of making a hard 
fight for Southern Pacific passenger busi- 
ness. 

"We have transferred nearly all the of- 
fice details of our local passenger business 
to Los Angeles," said he, "thus relieving 
this office of considerable work and giving 
it a chance to enter unhampered in an open 
field for this business. We are running 
through cars daily to Chicago in four days 
and five hours without a change, and have 
equipments and appointments that are at 
least equal to anything in the railway line 
going out of California. We have as much 
right to the Southern Pacific road to Mo- 
jave as the Southern Pacific Company it- 
self, as that is expressly provided for in 
the contract. 

"The latest move on the part of our com- 
pany is a proposition to put on a train 
from Los Angeles direct to Chicago, that 
will make forty-five to fifty miles an hour 
right through, or the whole distance in 
something like two days and a half, which 
has never yet been heard of. This train is 
to be fitted out in excellent style, and 
neither money nor pains will be spared to 
make it equal, if not superior, to the Sun- 
set limited in point of elegance and com- 
fort for travelers. 

"It will come through Barstow, where 
connection can be easily made with Mo- 
jave, at which place the two daily trains 
coming north to San Francisco can be 
taken without any delay. We are getting 
a move on and mean business that will stir 
up our competitors."

In our secret work we make use of 
sign language to express various sentiments 
and ideas. The recital to the initiate of the 
various charges is purolv formal, and they are 
only recited instead of being read to or by the 
candidate in order that the effect might be en- 
hanced ami to add dignity to the work. 

1 am, therefore, led to the conclusion that 
the only obstacle to be overcome is the ques- 
tion of "sound health." and if the judgment 
of the examining physician and the parlor to 
which he applies for membership decide that 
the absence of these sences, speech and hear- 
ing, does not bar him, and he possess all the 
other qualitications, he is eligible to member- 
ship.

Every available foot of ground along the 
water front of Oakland, facing the estu- 
ary, was occupied by human beings last 
night to see the grand water carnival in 
progress under the auspices of the inde- 
fatigable T. P. Robinson of the N ative 
Sons' committee of arrangements and the 
committee of the California Yacht Club, 
composed of Marston Campbell, Commo- 
dore Bruce, Vice-Commodore Duncan, Port 
Captain J. Sherry and G. H. Reed. 

When it is stated t ha; the various craft 
participating in the uniouc exhibition pre- 
sented a frontage of at least a quarter of a 
mile, and that every coign of vantage was 
literally packed with spectators, some i 
idea can be gained of the vast multitude 
that turned out to witness the show. 

It extended for two blocks on each side 
of Broadway, and the boats were so num- 
erous that they filled nearly the entire 
space between the band barge, which was 
anchored about 150 feet from the Oakland 
shore, and the Alameda harbor line. 

For a background the scene had the ele- 
gantly illuminated boathouso of the Cali- 
fornia Yacht Club, located on the Ala- 
meda side. Its principal illumination 
consisted of tiic letters "N. 8. G. W." in 
various colored electric lights on one side 
of the entrance and on the other the club's 
emblem— a huge triangle of white lights 
inclosing a large star of the same color, 
which in turn surrounded one of blue.

editorial in yesterday 
drew attention to 
the Native Sons of 
now in annual session 
in Oakland, and snggested that that boay, 
aside from its social and benevolent feat- 
ures, might introduce one that would have 
for its purpose the making of California 
what it ought to be. 

It was suggested that the young men 
who belong to the organization could, 
notwithstanding politics are eschewed in 
the order, uphold the dignity and guard 
the fair name of the State by punishing 
political miscreants who betray a public 
trust; that they could, by means of an 
auxiliary, produce won derful results for 
the good of the State of California, and 
that they could take the lead in the great 
movement to have California accorded her 
proper sphere among States. 

It wns asserted that there was no doubt 
but that they ns individuals had exerted 
themselves in that great movement, and 
that as a body they had assumed a re- 
sponsibility that seemed to make the exer- 
cise of patriotic energy in collective capacity 
a positive duty, and 'that such organized 
effort under the sane tion of the central 
body would accomplish vastly more than 
the scattered and unorganized efforts of 
individual members. 

These suggestions attracted the atten- 
tion of leading members of the organiza- 
tion, and a number of them were of the 
opinion that thev were worthy of serious 
consideration. What they said follows. 

R. M. Fitzgerald, past grand president, 
having read the Call editorial, said : 

That editorial, so far as spreading informa- 
tion of the State goes, is In accordance with 
my views. Tbost views and a great deal more 
were expressed by me at Santa Cruz some six 
years ago. I bailers that the order should do 
all it can to advance the Interests of the State. 
I am sorry that 1 have not a copy of that ad- 
dress, for It would give a clearer idea of my 
views on that subject than I can give at this 
time, owing to thu fact that I must return to 
the session of the Grand Parlor. 

Subsequently Mr. Fitzgerald in a rous- 
ing speech, when a motion was made to 
make San Francisco the permanent place 
of meeting for the Grand Parlor, declared 
himself in favor of holding the sessions in 
various parts of the State in order that the 
delegates might become acquainted with 
all sections ami understand by observation 
and conversation what a grand State this is. 

Or. Charles W. Decker, another past 
grand president, also expressed himself in 
favor of advancing the interests of Cali- 
fornia. He said : 

The proposition advanced bv the Call that 
the organization of Native Sons should do 
something to advance the State and draw to 
it the attention It deserves is a novel one, but 
it is worthy of serious consideration. The sug- 

f-uion maybe taken up bv members of par- 
ors throughout the State and discussed, and 
no doubt, by the time the next Grand Parlor 
meets, some plan may be developed which 
may be adopted, and may result in the greatest 
benefit to the State. 

I personally am in favor of doing all that 
can be done to advance our State and pros- 
perity, and believe that the idea that the order 
should do snmeihing in that line ought to be 
seriously considered. 

M. A. Dorn, another 
dent, said :

The suggestion that the Native Sons, as an 
organization, should do something to draw at- 
tention to our State and its possibilities is a 
good one, and I believe that it ought to be done 
if it can be without coming in conflict' with 
the constitution of the order. The members 
of the order are taught patriotism and love 
of their native State and that It Is their duty 
to do what they can to benefit It. 

How this order can best promote the inter- 
est of California could be determined after the 
suggestion is put into the form of a plan and 
discussed. 

Jo D. Sproul, grand president of the 
Grand Parlor, said : 

I have always held that, while this Is 
not a political organization, the members 
should devote their attention to politics, not 
in the sense that politics is generally under- 
stood—ward meetings and the like— but politics 
in the broader, higher aense. I hold that it is 
their duty to see that none but the best and 
most competent men be named for office, and 
that when men are elected they faithfully 
discharge the duties imposed upon them. 
I believe that Native Sons are good 
men for office, and further, I believe 
that it is the duty of every member of this 
organization to watch anv Native Son who 
in:iy be chosen for office, and, if be prove un- 
faiihful, to sec that he Is never named for 
another office. As to the suggestion that 
the order should do something to pro- 
mote its interest, that is, proclaim its 
possibilities, It is a very large question that 
cannot be answered offhand. Of course. I 
can understand that information about the 
State, sent out with the stamp of approval of 
the order, would have a great deal of weight, 
but that is a matter that ought to be carefully 
considered— that Is, whether the order can do 
that. 

Frank H. Dunne, grand vice-president, 
did not t hink that under the constitution 
of the order it could go outside of its mem- 
bers in Its teachings. He said : 

I do not think that anv auxiliary branch 
of the, order could be organized, and I am 
afraid it would mean the death of the order. 
The members of theorderare taught patriotism 
and to venerate those who preceded them and 
made the country what it is. I do not think 
that we ought to go outside of the order. 

Henry Lunstedt, grand secretary, said: 

I may be somewhat of a back number, but I 



d ?,k bt llevc -1 P roc,a iminir the possibilities 
of the State with a view to attracting a large 
immigration, but I would not object to making 
its resources known if It went only to drawing 
here a good class of people from other State., 
such immigration would be very desirable, but 
how far the order ought to act In the matter I 
am not prepared at this time to say. 

Henry S. Martin, grand treasurer, one of 
the most enthusiastic members of the 
order, expressed himself as follows: 

The order of Native Sons is a unit as to Cali- 
fornia, her development and advancement. 
Every individual member is solid on the prop- 
osition to do whatever he can to promote the 
interests of the State. The action taken by the 
(irand Parlor yesterday shows that the mem- 
bers are in favor of unity. I refer to the reso- 
lution by which the parlor placed itself on 
record against the division of the State. The 
idea of having the order do something that 
will boom the State, as it were, is a new one; 
but the question Is, How could this be done? 
that it be done by a bureau of publicity con- 
nected with the order might be one way; an- 
other way might be to appoint a committee to 
discuss the matter and suggest what might be 
done. The suggestion in the Call is certainly 
worthy of attention and should be studied. 

State Senator Henry C. Gesford, the 
grand lecturer, said that the suggestion 
that the order of Native Sons do something 
to advance the State of California was one 
that has merit in it, but that it ought to be 
studied. He said : 

Our order is young yet, but it is growing, and 
I agree that It will be a powerful one, but its 
means are limited and it requires money to 
make known the resources by means of a bu- 
reau of publicity. Our members are all edu- 
cated to do what they can to advance the prog- 
ress of the State. Of course if there could, by 
aiiymeans.be anything done by the order to 
help the State along any instrument it would 
issue In regard to it would be a great factor in 
its development. 

L. 8. Stone, president of Oakland Par- 
lor, said: 

The whole intent of the members of the 
order is the advancement and development of 
the State, hut, as to politics, one of the first 
principles is to keep them out of the order. 
The members are a unit on the subject of the 
State, and they are readv to do all thev can at 
all times to advance it and see that it occupies 
the position she is entitled to. The order In- 
st i is a patrioti-m in its meml<ers, and bv 
holding its meetings and celebrations in 
various parts of the State it educates its 
members as to the possibility of the 
State. These meetings have a wonderful 
effect on the growing ueneration and Instill 
in them a pride that corresponds to national 
pride for country. How far the order could go 
as an organization in the matter of promul- 
gating Information about it is something that 
would have to lie discussed, but ii it could be 
done It WOold be a great help. 

Judge J. J. Allen of Oakland Parlor said: 

So far as the order is concerned it is not in 
politics. Still the members might exercise a 
sort of supervisory control over officials. As 
far as pos-ible the members do what they can 
to help in developing the State. Everything 
ought to be done to increase the population, 
for an increase of desirable population means 
an increase of business. If the Native Sons as 
a body could do anything to advance the pros- 
perity of the State I believe they would do it, 
for they do so individually. 

John C. Harmes, past president of the 
Yerba Buena Parlor of this citv, thought 
that everything that could be should be 
done for the advancement of the State. 
He said: 

The ideas advanced In the editorial of the 
Call this morning are good, and if the order 
can act on the suggestions 1 believe it ought lo 
do so. The more people of the desirable class 
we can obtain the better for the State and the 
better for the business of the State. The great 
quantity of unoccupied aud unimproved land 
should be made productive. If a good class of 
people could be brought here through the ef- 
forts of the order of Native Sons 1 think it 
ought to be done. 

Fred W. Lees, also a past president of 
Yerba Buena Parlor, said : 

There are good suggestions in the Call In re- 
gard to showin? the resources of the State, 
and I believe that a committee of the order 
could prepare information fur general distribu- 
tion. 

T. P. Robinson of Piedmont Parlor 
said: 

Every one should put his shoulder to the 
wheel, Native Sons and all, to develop the 
6tate and to let people know what kind of a 
State we have. I think it is the duty of this 
organization to do what it can to help the State 
along. 

W. W. Ackeison of Stanford Parlor and 
formerly chairman of the transportation 
committee of the order said : 

I read the editorial in the Call, and the sng- 
gestions are in accord with our ideas. It is 
w ith a view to disseminate all the information 
that we can that we go from place to place. In 
that way we instruct our members about the 
State. 

Frank L. Coombs, a delegate to the 
Grand Parlor, and Dr. Pardee, another 
delegate, expressed themselves in favor of 
showing the advantages of the State 
through the medium of the Native Sons, if 
it can be done.
